ORDINANCE  NO.  1. 

An  ordinance  providing  for  a  corporate  seal  for  the  City 
of  Angola,  and  declaring  an  emergency.

ORDINANCE  NO.  2. 

An  Ordinance  fixing  the  amount  of  the  Official  Bonds  of 
all  City  Officials,  elected  and  appointed,  who  are  required  by 
law  to  give  bond,  and  declaring  an  emergency. 

Section  i.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Common  Council  of 
the  City  of  Angola,  Indiana:  That  the  penal  sum  of  the 
official  bonds  of  the  elected  and  appointed  officers  of  said 
city,  required  by  law  to  give  bond,  be,  and  the  same  are  here- 
by fixed  and  established  at  the  amounts  following : 

The  bond  of  the  City  Clerk  at  the  sum  of  one  thousand 
dollars  ($1,000.00). 

The  bond  of  the  City  Marshal  at  the  sum  of  one  thous- 
and dollars  ($1,000.00). 

The  bond  of  the  City  Attorney  at  the  sum  of  five  thous- 
and dollars  ($5,000.00). 

The  bond  of  the  City  Treasurer  at  a  sum  not  less  than 
the  estimated  amount  of  all  taxes,  including  delinquent,  to 
be  levied  and  collected  for  municipal  purposes  in  said  city 
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for  the  current  year,  upon  which  estimate  the  amount  is  now 
fixed  at  the  sum  of  ten  thousand  dollars  ($10,000.00). 

All  of  said  bonds  to  be  deposited  with  the  City  Clerk, 
except  the  bond  of  the  City  Clerk  which  shall  be  deposited 
with  the  Mayor. 

Section  2.  Whereas,  an  emergency  exists  for  the  im- 
mediate taking  effect  of  this  ordinance,  the  same  shall  be  in 
full  force  and  effect  from  and  after  its  passage  by  the 
Common  Council,  approval  and  signing  by  the  Mayor.

ORDINANCE  NO.  3. 

An  Ordinance  providing  for  regular  nights  of  meeting 
and  the  order  of  business  of  the  Common  Council. 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Common  Council  of 
the  City  of  Angola,  Indiana  :  That  the  Common  Council 
shall  meet  in  regular  session  on  the  second  Monday  night 
of  each  month.

An  ordinance  providing  for  the  mode  of  -filing,  intro- 
duction and  adoption  of  ordinances,  resolutions  and  peti- 
tions, and  declaring  an  emergency. 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Common  Council  of 
the  City  of  Angola,  Indiana'.  That  all  ordinances,  resolu- 
tions orders,  petitions  and  other  papers,  calling  for  the 
attention  or  action  of  the  Council  must  be  regularly  filed 
with  the  City  Clerk,  at  least  five  days  before  a  regular 
meeting,  and  shall  be  by  him  immediately  delivered  to  the 
chairman  of  the  appropriate  committee. 

Section  2.  Ordinances,  resolutions,  orders,  petitions 
and  other  papers  may  be  received,  introduced  and  acted 
upon  a+  any  regular  meeting  of  the  Council,  by  the  unani- 
mous suspension  of  the  foregoing  rule,  but  then,  only  m 
case  there  are  present  and  voting  at  least  two-thirds  of  all 
the  members  elect  of  the  Council. 

Section  3.  All  ordinances  and  resolutions  shall  be 
read  three  times  before  being  passed,  and  no  ordinances  or 
resolutions  shall  be  passed  or  read  three  times  on  the  same 
day  in  which  it  is  introduced,  except  upon  the  unanimous 
suspension  of  the  foregoing  rule,  and  then  only,  in  case  there 
are  present  and  voting  at  least  two-thirds  of  the  members 
elect  of  the  Council. 

Section  4.  On  the  passage  or  adoption  of  any  ordi- 
nances or  resolutions,  the  yeas  and  nays  shall  be  taken  and 
the  name  and  vote  of  each  member  duly  recorded  m  the 
minutes  of  the  meeting. 

Section  5.  Whereas,  an  emergency  exists  for  the  im- 
mediate taking  effect  of  this  ordinance,  the  same  shall  be  in 
full  force  and  effect  from  and  after  the  date  of  its  passage 
by  the  Common  Council,  approval  and  signing  by  the 
Mayor.

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ORDINANCE  NO.  6. 

An  ordinance  regulating  the  methods  of  the  transaction 
of  business  and  promulgating  rules  governing  the  delibera- 
tions of  the  Common  Council. 

Be  it  ordained  by  the  Common  Council  of  the  City  of 
Angola,  Indiana:  Section  1.  The  Mayor  or  presiding  of- 
ficer shall  decide  all  questions  of  order.  He  shall  decide 
whether  any  question  submitted  to  the  Council  for  adoption 
or  rejection  is  decided  in  the  affirmative  or  negative,  for 
which  purpose  he  may  require  those  voting  in  the  affirmative 
to  first  rise  to  their  feet  until  counted  and  then  likewise 
those  voting  in  the  negative.  He  shall  also,  when  two  or 
more  members  rise  at  the  same  time  to  address  the  Council, 
decide  which  one  is  to  speak  first.  He  shall  preserve  order 
during  the  deliberations  of  the  Council  and  for  this  purpose 
shall  have  the  same  powers  as  the  Mayor  has  when  sitting 
as  a  court  to  try  cases. 

Section  2.  From  any  decision  of  the  presiding  officer 
any  member  may  appeal  to  the  council,  which  appeal  shall 
be  by  motion  duly  made  and  seconded  and  on  all  appeals  the 
presiding  officer  may  order  a  rising  vote. 

Section  3.  All  questions  relating  to  the  priority  of 
business  shall  be  decided  without  debate  and  the  regular 
order  shall  not  be  waived  without  unanimous  consent. 

Section  4.  The  City  Marshal  either  in  person  or  by 
deputy  shall  attend  all  meetings  of  the  council  and  see  that 
the  council  room  is  properly  cleaned,  warmed  and  lighted 
and  attend  to  such  other  duties  as  the  Mayor,  presiding  of- 
ficer or  common  council  shall  require. 

Section  5.  The  Clerk  shall  keep  in  his  minutes  a  cor- 
rect record  of  attendance  of  the  councilmen  upon  meetings 
of  the  council. 

Section  6.  When  any  member  is  about  to  speak  or 
deliver  any  matter  to  the  council  he  shall  rise  to  his  feet  and 
respectfully  address  himself  to  the  presiding  officer,  and 
when  duly  recognized  by  the  chair  shall  confine  himself  to 
the  question  under  debate  and  avoid  personalities.  The 
chair  shall  not  recognize  any  member  as  in  order  unless  he 
shall  be  in  his  proper  seat. 
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Section  7.  No  member  shall  impeach  the  motive  of 
any  other  member's  vote  or  argument. 

Section  8.  If  any  member  in  any  wise  transgress  the 
rules  of  the  council,  any  of  the  members  or  the  presiding 
officer  may  call  him  to  order,  in  which  case  the  alleged  of- 
fender shall  immediately  take  his  seat  unless  permitted  to 
explain.  If  the  question  of  order  be  decided  against  him,  he 
shall  be  liable,  if  the  case  require  it,  to  the  censure  of  the 
council.  If  the  decision  be  in  his  favor,  he  shall  be  at  liberty 
to  proceed. 

Section  9.  When  the  presiding  officer  is  putting  a 
question  or  addressing  the  council,  or  when  any  member  is 
speaking,  no  member  shall  engage  in  any  private  discourse, 
Hor  walk  across  or  leave  the  room  unnecessarily. 

Section  10.  When  any  motion  is  made  and  seconded 
it  shall  be  stated  by  the  presiding  officer,  or  being  in  writing, 
it  shall  be  handed  to  the  Clerk  and  read  aloud  before  de- 
bate. 

Section  11.  Every  motion  shall  be  reduced  to  writing 
if  the  presiding  officer  or  any  member  require  it,  and  after 
being  stated  or  read  shall  be  considered  in  the  possession  of 
the  council  but  may  be  withdrawn  at  any  time  before  de- 
cision or  amendment. 

Section  12.  Any  person  having  business  to  bring  be- 
fore the  council  shall  first  state  his  business  to  the  chairman 
of  the  committee  having  such  business  in  charge  by  whom  it 
shall  be  introduced  in  its  proper  order,  at  which  time^  such 
person  may  by  the  unanimous  consent  of  the  council,  be 
permitted  to  address  the  council  upon  such  business,  being 
limited  to  the  rules  governing  the  members  of  the  council 
in  such  matters. 

Section  13.  When  any  question  is  under  debate  no 
other  motion  shall  be  received  except  to  lay  on  the  table,  for 
the  previous  question,  to  postpone  indefinitely,  to  postpone 
to  a  day  certain,  or  to  commit,  which  motion  shall  have  pref- 
erence in  the  order  in  which  they  are  here  named. 

Section  14.  The  form  of  the  previous  question  shall 
be  as  follows:  "Shall  the  main  question  be  now  put?"  it 
shall  only  be  admitted  when  demanded  by  a  majority  of  the 
members  present  and  until  decided  shall  preclude  all  amend- 
ments.   If  decided  in  the  affirmative  the  chair  shall  put  the 
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question,  first  upon  the  appending  amendments  in  their 
order  if  there  be  any  and  then  upon  the  main  proposition. 

Section  15.  A  majority  of  the  councilmen  elected 
shall  constitute  a  quorum,  but  a  minority  may  adjourn  from 
time  to  time  until  a  quorum  is  had. 

Section  16.  A  motion  to  lay  on  the  table  or  to  ad- 
journ shall  not  be  debatable. 

Section  17.  Ordinances,  resolutions  and  reports  may 
be  committed  and  re-committed  at  the  pleasure  of  the  coun- 
cil. 

Section  18.  When  any  question  has  been  once  decid- 
ed in  the  affirmative  or  negative  any  member  voting  with 
the  majority  may  move  a  reconsideration  thereof  on  the 
same,  or  at  the  next  subsequent  meeting  of  the  council,  pro- 
viding all  members  elect  of  the  council  are  present. 

Section  19.  When  the  reading  of  any  paper  is  called 
for,  if  objection  be  made,  it  shall  be  decided  by  the  council, 
and  no  paper  shall  be  read  if  objected  to  without  the  con- 
sent of  the  council. 

Section  20.  No  business  shall  be  transacted  out  of 
its  regular  order  without  unanimous1  consent. 

Section  21.  When  any  matter  is  postponed  indefinite- 
ly it  shall  not  be  again  voted  upon  during  that  or  the  next 
succeeding  meeting. 

Section  22.  All  ordinances  and  resolutions  shall  be 
read  and  voted  upon  three  separate  times  before  adoption  by 
call  of  the  roll,  but  the  vote  shall  be  recorded  only  upon  the 
final  vote  on  third  reading. 

Section  23.  Each  ordinance  introduced  shall  be  num- 
bered as  introduced  and  when  in  the  order  of  business  ordi- 
nances on  their  third  reading  are  reached,  they  shall  be  tak- 
en up  in  the  order  of  their  number  unless  the  council  shall 
by  vote  upon  motion,  determine  to  take  up  any  one  particu- 
lar ordinance.  But  when  any  ordinance  is  finally  adopted 
it  shall  be  numbered  next  in  order  to  the  one  last  adopted 
preceding  it. 

Section  24.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  presiding  offi- 
cer to  prohibit  smoking  or  loud  talking  in  the  council  cham- 
bers during  the  sessions  of  the  council. 

Section  25.    The  city  marsal  shall  be  the  sergeant- 
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at-arms  of  the  council,  and  it  shall  be  his  duty  to  maintain 
order  under  the  direction  of  the  presiding  officer.  Any  per- 
son in  attendance  upon  a  meeting  of  the  council  refusing  to 
obey  the  orders  of  the  presiding  officer,  or  in  any  way  vio- 
lating these  rules,  or  refusing  to  keep  good  order  or  proper 
decorum  shall  be  removed  from  the  council  chamber  by  the 
marshal  or  his  deputy. 

Section  26.  Whereas,  an  emergency  exists  for  the  irrr 
mediate  taking  effect  of  this  ordinance,  the  same  shall  be  in 
full  force  and  effect  from  and  after  the  date  of  its  passage 
by  the  common  council,  approval  and  signing  by  the  Mayor.

ORDINANCE  NO.  7. 

An  ordinance  concerning  the  sale  of  intoxicating  liquors 
and  the  licensing  thereof  within  the  City  of  Angola,  In- 
diana. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  and  ordained  by  the  Com- 
mon Council  of  the  City  of  Angola,  Indiana:  That  it  shall 
be  unlawful  for  any  person,  firm  or  corporation  to  directly 
or  indirectly  sell,  barter  or  give  away,  to  be  used  in  or  upon 
the  premises  where  sold,  any  intoxicating  liquors  in  the 
suburban  and  residence  portion  of  said  City  of  Angola; 
providing  that  all  that  portion  of  said  city  lying  without  the 
limits  of  the  following  described  territory  shall  be  deemed 
to  be  and  considered  as  the  suburban  and  residence  portion 
thereof,  within  the  meaning  of  this  ordinance;  unless  upon 
a  trial  in  a  court  of  justice,  the  fact  should  be  determined 
otherwise ;  to-wit : 

Commencing  at  the  intersection  of  the  north  and  east 
lines  of  Gale  and  West  Streets,  running  thence  north  along 
the  east  line  of  West  Street  to  the  intersection  of  said  line 
with  the  south  line  of  Gilmore  Street,  thence  east  along  the . 
south  line  of  Gilmore  Street  to  the  intersection  of  said  line 
with  the  west  line  of  Martha  Street,  thence  south  along  the 
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west  line  of  Martha  Street  to  the  north  line  of  Gale  Street, 
thence  west  along  the  north  line  of  Gale  Street  to  the  place 
of  beginning. 

The  above  and  foregoing  provisions  of  this  ordinance 
shall  applv  to  any  and  all  sales  or  gifts  of  intoxicating 
liquors,  to  be  used  in  or  upon  the  premises  where  sold  or 
given  away  as  aforesaid,  within  the  suburban  and  residence 
portion  of' said  city  as  above  set  out  and  described,  whether 
the  seller  has  taken  out  a  license  from  said  city,  Steuben 
Countv  or  the  State  of  Indiana  or  not.  and  such  license,  if 
the  seller  has  one.  shall  constitute  no  defense  to  any  action 
founded  on  this  ordinance  for  the  violation  thereof. 

Section  2.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person,  firm 
or  corporation  to  directly  or  indirectly,  sell,  barter  or  give 
away  any  intoxicating  liquors,  to  be  used  in  or  upon  the 
premises' where  sold,  within  the  corporate  limits  of  said 
city  of  Angola  or  within  two  miles  from  the  corporate  limits 
thereof,  without  first  procuring  a  license  from  the  Common 
Council  of  said  city  to  sell  intoxicating  liquors  as  afore- 
said. 

Section  3.  After  the  going  into  effect  of  this  ordi- 
nance, anv  person,  firm  or  corporation  desiring  a  license  to 
sell  intoxicating  liquors  within  said  city  of  Angola  or  within 
two  miles  of  the  corporate  limits  thereof,  shall  make  appli- 
cation in  writing,  to  the  Common  Council  of  said  city  at  any 
regular  meeting  thereof,  stating  in  said  application  the  loca- 
tion where  he  proposes  to  sell  such  liquors,  and  produce  with 
such  application  the  receipt  of  the  City  Treasurer,  showing 
that  he  has  paid  into  the  city  treasury  the  sum  of  two 
hundred  and  fifty  dollars  as  the  fee  therefor,  which  receipt 
shall  be  issued  to  said  applicant  by  the  Treasurer  of  said 
city  upon  the  payment  of  said  sum  of  two  hundred  and 
fifty  dollars. 

Provided;  that  any  person,  firm  or  corporation,  who 
after  the  going  into  effect  of  this  ordinance,  holds  an  unex- 
pired license  from  said  city  or  town  of  Angola  issued  un- 
der a  prior  ordinance,  to  sell  intoxicating  liquors  in  said 
city  or  town,  shall  obtain  a  further  license  from  said  city 
for  the  unexpired  period  of  their  said  license,  by  paying 
into  the  city  treasury  such  proportionate  part  of  two  hund- 
red and  fifty  dollars  as  the  unexpired  term  of  said  license 
bears  to  the  whole  term  thereof,  taking  said  city  treasurer's 
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receipt  therefor,  which  receipt  and  unexpired  license  must 
be  produced  with  the  application  for  a  license  to  sell  in- 
toxicating liquors  for  any  unexpired  period  as  aforesaid: 
And  provided  further;  that  when  said  applicant  holds  an 
unexpired  license  from  said  city,  issued  under  a  prior  or- 
dinance of  said  city  or  town  of  Angola,  there  shall  be  cred- 
ited to  said  applicant  on  his  new  city  license  as  herein  pro- 
vided such  proportionate  part  of  the  amount  paid  for  such 
prior  city  or  town  license  as  the  unexpired  term  bears  to  the 
whole  term  thereof. 

Such  applicant  must  also  show  to  said  Common  Coun- 
cil, that  he  is  duly  licensed  under  the  state  law  to  sell  in- 
toxicating liquors,"  as  provided  by  the  statutes  of  the  State 
of  Indiana. 

Upon  compliance  with  the  foregoing  conditions,  the 
Common  Council  shall  grant  to  the  applicant  a  license  to 
sell  intoxicating  liquors,  specifying  therein  the  same  des- 
cription of  premises  as  that  given  in  the  license  granted  un- 
der the  state  law,  the  date  of  the  commencement  and  term- 
ination of  such  license,  the  name  of  the  person,  firm  or  cor- 
poration to  whom  granted,  which  license  shall  be  for  one 
year,  unless  it  be  issued  for  the  unexpired  term  of  a  former 
license,  when  it  shall  be  for  such  unexpired  term.  Provided, 
that  no  license  shall  be  granted  to  sell  intoxicating  liquors 
within  the  suburban  or  resident  portion  of  said  city.  And 
provided  further;  that  no  license  shall  be  granted  to  any  ap- 
plicant to  sell  intoxicating  liquors  within  said  city  as 
aforesaid,  until  he  shall  have  procured  a  license  to  sell  in- 
toxicating liquors  from  the  Board  of  Commissioners  of 
Steuben  County,  as  provided  by  the  laws  of  the  State  of  In- 
diana. 

Said  license  when  granted,  shall  be  signed  by  the  Mayor 
of  said  city  and  attested  by  the  City  Clerk  and  the  seal  of 
said  city.  "Said  applicant  shall  keep  said  license  posted  in 
some  conspicuous  place  in  the  room  where  he  sells  such 
liquors. 

Section  4.  Any  person,  firm  or  corporation  selling  in- 
toxicating liquors  in'  said  city  of  Angola,  in  violation  of 
any  of  the  terms  or  provisions  of  this  ordinance,  shall,  up- 
on conviction  thereof,  be  fined  in  any  sum  not  more  than 
two  hundred  and  fifty  dollars,  for  each  and  every  sale  made 
in  violation  thereof. 
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Section  5.  All  ordinances  and  parts  of  ordinances  in 
conflict  herewith  are  hereby  repealed. 

Section  6.  This  ordinance  shall  be  in  full  force  and 
effect  from  and  after  its  passage  by  the  Common  Council, 
approval  and  signing  by  the  Mayor  and  publication  accord- 
ing to  law.

ORDINANCE  NO.  8. 

An  ordinance  pro-riding  for  the  working  of  prisoners. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  and  ordained  by  the  Com- 
mon Council  of  the  City  of  Angola,  Indiana:  That  any 
person,  except  a  female,  adjudged  guilty  of  violating  any 
ordinance  of  said  city,  who  shall  fail  or  refuse  to  pay  or 
replevy  such  judgment  and  costs  as  may  be  rendered 
against  him,  shall  be  committed  to  the  county  jail  by  the 
Mayor  of  said  city,  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  Mayer 
to  insert  as  a  part  of  his  judgment,  that  such  prisoner  shall 
be  caused  to  work  upon  the  streets,  alleys  and  public 
works  of  said  city,  until  he  shall  have  worked  out  said  judg- 
ment and  costs  at  the  rate  of  one  dollar  per  day.    If  such 
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•prisoner  is  physically  able,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  city 
Marshal  or  other  proper  officer  designated  by  the  Com- 
mon Council,  to  cause  such  prisoner  to  perform  manual 
labor  upon  the  streets,  alleys  and  public  works  of  said 
city,  not  more  than  ten  nor  less  than  six  hours  a  day  ac- 
cording to  the  season,  and  each  evening  return  him  to  the 
keeper  of  said  county  jail,  until  the  said  judgment  and  costs 
are  worked  out  as  provided  in  said  judgment,  when  said 
prisoner  shall  be  discharged  from  custody.    It  is  hereby 
made  the  duty  of  the  county  sheriff  or  the  keeper  of  said 
county  jail  to  receive  said  prisoner  and  obey  the  Mayor  of 
said  city  in  reference  to  said  prisoner.    If  the  safe  keep- 
ing of  the  prisoner  require  it,  said  marshal  or  other  proper 
officer  designated  by  the  Common  Council,  may  attach  to 
such  prisoner  a  ball  and  chain  of  sufficient  weight  and 
strength  to  prevent  such  prisoner's  escape.    No  prisoner 
shall  be  allowed  any  sum  upon  his  judgment  and  costs  for 
any  day  he  refuses  to  work. 

Section  2  If  any  person  is  confined  in  the  county  jail 
because  of  his  failure  or  refusal  to  pay  or  replevy  any 
judgment  and  costs  which  may  have  been  rendered  against 
him  for  the  violation  of  a  city  ordinance  by  the  Mayor 
of  said  citv  as  aforesaid;  then  said  city  shall  pay  to  said 
county,  the  fees  now  allowed  to  sheriffs  for  -boarding 
prisoners,  while  such  prisoner  is  confined  in  said  county  jail. 

Section  3.  Such  prisoner  may  at  any  time,  pay  or  re- 
plevy said  judgment  and  costs,  and  in  case  he  has  per- 
formed labor  under  such  judgment,  he  shall  be  entitled  to  a 
credit  for  the  amount  of  labor  performed  and  the  re- 
mainder may  be  paid  or  replevied. 

Section  4.  The  Mavor  of  said  city  is  hereby  author- 
ized and  empowered  to  arrange  and  make  settlement  for 
fines  assessed  for  violation  of  city  ordinances. 

Section  5.  All  ordinances  and  parts  of  ordinances  in 
conflict  herewith  are  hereby  repealed. 

Section  6.  Whereas,  an  emergency  exists  for  the  im- 
mediate taking  effect  of  this  ordinance,  the  same  shall  be  in 
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full  force  and  effect  from  the  date  of  its  passage  by  the 
Common  Council,  signing  and  approval  by  the  Mayor.

ORDINANCE  NO.  9. 

An  ordinance  defining  offenses  against  public  safety, 
against  morality  and  good  order,  and  general  offenses,  pre- 
scribing penalty  for  the  violation  thereof  and  repealing  all 
ordinances  heretofore  enacted  in  so  far  as  they  relate  to  the 
specific  offenses  embraced  in  this  ordinance. 

Section  1.  Any  person  who  shall  discharge  any  can- 
non, gun,  fowling  piece  or  firearm  of  any  description,  ex- 
cept on  his  or  her  premises  so  that  no  bullet  or  shot  shall 
go  beyond  the  same  or  who  shall  fire  or  explode  anv  squib, 
torpedo,  rocket,  firecracker,  fireball,  mine  or  other  explosive 
or  combustible  material,  within  the  limits  of  the  City  of 
Angola,  Indiana,  without  license  so  to  do,  shall,  upon  con- 
viction thereof,  be  fined  in  any  sum  not  exceeding  five 
dollars. 

Provided,  hozvcver,  that  the  provisions  of  this  section 
shall  not  apply  to  the  Fourth  of  July,  or  occasions  of  pub- 
lic rejoicing  under  careful  and  competent  control,  or  to  as- 
semblages of  the  state  militia  or  federal  troops  in  charge 
of  regular  officers.  But  no  gun,  revolver  or  pistol  loaded 
with  shot  or  ball  shall  be  discharged  within  the  city  on 
said  days  and  under  said  provisions  except  to  quell  riots  and 
disturbances  and  the  maintenance  of  the  public  peace. 

Section  2.  Xo  person  shall  burn  up,  or  set  fire  to  any 
material  of  any  kind  whatever,  in  the  public  square,  or  in 
any  street  or  alley  under  any  circumstances,  and  no  person 
shall  burn  up  or  set  fire  to  any  material  of  any  kind  what- 
ever, within  forty  feet  of  any  building  within  the  corporate 
limits  of  the  City  of  Angola,  Indiana,  and  abandon  the  same 
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and  not  watch  and  maintain  control  over  the  same  until  en- 
tirely consumed  and  extinguished,  and  any  person  violating 
any  provisions  of  this  section,  shall,  upon  conviction  thereof, 
be  fined  in  any  sum  not  exceeding  twenty-five  dollars. 

■  Section  3.  Any  person  who  shall  at  any  time  propel 
any  bicycle,  tricycle,  velocipede  or  other  vehicle,  except  any 
motor  vehicles  'upon  or  along  any  of  the  streets  of  the 
City  of  Angola,  Indiana,  at  a  greater  rate  of  speed  than  six 
miles  an  hour,  or  who  shall  run  or  propel  any  bicycle,  tricy- 
cle velocipede  or  other  vehicle,  including  motor  vehicles, 
upon  or  along  any  of  the  sidewalks  of  said  City,  shall,  upon 
conviction  thereof,  be  fined  in  any  sum  not  exceeding  five 
dollars. 

Section  4.  Any  person  who  shall,  on  any  street,  alley 
or  sidewalk  in  the  City  of  Angola,  Indiana,  play  at  ball  or 
engage  in  any  sports,  exercise  or  amusement  likely  to  fright- 
en norses,  impede  travel,  injure  or  embarass  persons  on  foot 
or  in  vehicles  in  the  free  and  unimpeded  use  of  such  streets 
and  alleys,  or  to  the  destruction  or  injury  of  any  private 
or  public  property  shall  upon  conviction,  be  fined  in  any 
sum  not  exceeding  ten  dollars. 

Section  5.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to  im- 
moderately ride  or  drive  any  horse  or  other  animal  upon 
any  street  or  alley,  within  the  limits  of  the  City  of  Angola, 
Indiana,  and  in  no  case  shall  they  drive  at  a  greater  rate  of 
speed  than  six  miles  an  hour,  and  any  such  person  shall, 
upon  conviction  thereof,  be  fined  in  any  sum  not  exceeding 
twenty-five  dollars. 

Section  6.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to  leave 
any  horse,  horses  or  other  animal,  attached  to  any  wagon, 
sleigh  or  other  vehicle,  in  any  street,  alley  or  uninclosed  lot 
within  the  limits  of  the  City  of  Angola,  Indiana,  without 
securely  fastening  or  tying  each  animal,  or  to  stop  with  or 
leave  any  horse  or  other  animal  or  animals  with  vehicle  at- 
tached or  otherwise  across  or  upon  any  regular  crossing  or 
sidewalk  in  said  city,  so  as  to  obstruct,  in  whole  or  m  part, 
such  crossing  or  sidewalk ;  such  persons,  so  offending,  shall, 
upon  conviction,  be  fined  in  any  sum  not  exceeding  five 

dollars.  . 

Section  7.  In  all  cases  of  persons  meeting  each  other 
in  vehicles  in  anv  highway,  thoroughfare,  street  or  alley,  or 
near  any  bridge'  in  the  City  of  Angola,  Indiana,  such  per- 
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sons  shall  turn  to  and  pass  by  on  the  right  hand  side.  Any 
person  violating  the  provision  of  this  section,  shall  upon 
conviction  thereof,  be  fined  in  any  sum  not  exceeding  five 
dollars. 

Section  8.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to  hitch 
any  horse  or  other  animal  to  any  shade  or  ornamental  tree.' 
awning,  or  water  hydrant,  within  the  limits  of  the  City  of 
Angola.  Indiana.  Any  person  violating  any  of  the  pro- 
visions of  this  section,  shall,  upon  conviction  thereof,  be 
fined  in  any  sum  not  exceeding  twenty-five  dollars. 

Sectiox  9.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to  throw 
or  cast  any  stone  or  other  missile,  or  to  throw  any  bullet, 
stone  or  other  heavy  substance  from  a  sling-shot,  air  gun., 
spring  gun  or  other  appliance,  at  or  upon  any  building,  tree 
or  other  property,  public  or  private,  or  on,  from  or  into  any 
street,  avenue.,  alley,  lane,  public  place  or  uninclosed  grounds 
within  the  corporate  limits  of  the  City  of  Angola.  Indiana, 
except  upon  one's  own  premises,  and  upon  conviction  there- 
of, such  person  shall  be  fined  in  any  sum  not  exceeding 
five  dollars. 

Sectiox  10,  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person,  firm 
or  corporation  to.  in  any  manner,  pest,  write,  print  or  paint, 
or  to  cause  to  be  posted,  written,  printed  or  painted,  any 
advertisement,  bill,  placard,  notice  or  other  advertising 
medium  of  any  nature  whatsoever,  upon  any  public  or  city 
wall,  building,  fence,  water  hydrant  or  other  structure 
belonging  to  the  City  of  Angola.  Indiana,  or  upon  any 
sidewalk,  hitching  post,  electric  light  pole,  telephone  pole, 
telegraph  pole,  trolley  or  other  pole  within  the  corporate 
limits  of  said  city,  belonging  to  any  person,  firm  or  corpora- 
tion. Any  person,  firm  or  corporation,  who  shall  violate 
any  of  the  provisions  of  this  section,  shall,  upon  conviction 
thereof,  be  fined  in  any  sum  not  exceeding  ten  dollars. 

Provided,  that  this  section  shall  not  apply  to  adver- 
tisements required  by  law. 

Sectiox  11,  It  shall  be  and  is  hereby  made  unlawful 
for  any  person  to  spit  or  expectorate  upon  any  sidewalk  with" 
in  the  limits  of  the  City  of  Angola.  Indiana,  or  in  or  upon  the 
steps,  vestibule  or  floor  of  any  street  car  while  being 
operated  within  the  corporate  limits  of  said  city,  or  in  or 
upon  the  steps,  vestibule,  lobby  or  entrance  of  any  public 
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building,  church,  school,  college,  theater,  store  or  other  • 
place  within  the  corporate  limits  of  said  city,  which  is 
entered  or  frequented  by  the  general  public.  Any  person 
violating  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  section,  shall  be 
fined  in  any  sum  not  exceeding  five  dollars  for  each  and 
every  offense. 

Section  12.  Any  person,  who  shall,  within  said  City 
of  Angola,  Indiana,  make  a  false  alarm  of  fire,  shall,  upon 
conviction  thereof,  be  fined  in  any  sum  not  exceeding 
twenty-five  dollars. 

Section  13.  It  shall  be  and  is  hereby  made  unlawful 
for  any  person  under  twenty-one  years  of  age,  or  any 
idle  person  to  be  upon  the  ground  of  any -railroad,  or 
in  any  depot  waiting  room,  or  upon  any  freight  or  passenger 
cars  within  the  City  of  Angola,  Indiana,  for  the  purpose  of 
playing  or  of  loafing,  lounging  or  sitting  in  said  depot, 
waiting  room,  or  in,  upon  or  about  said  cars.,  or  lounging 
or  roaming  upon  or  about  said  grounds,  except  in  the  dis- 
charge of  business  matters  connected  with  said  railroad,  or 
its  employees  or  accompanied  by  parents,  guardian  or  other 
responsible  person.  And  any  person  guilty  thereof,  shall, 
upon  conviction,  be  fined  in  any  sum  not  exceeding  ten 
dollars. 

Section  14.  It  shall  be  and  is  hereby  made  unlawful 
for  any  person,  company  or  corporation,  either  in  person  or 
by  any  agent  or  employee  to  empty,  throw,  place  or  put  any 
ashes,  cinders,  offal,  slops,  pieces  of  wire,  boxes,  barrels, 
glass,  papers,  refuse,  rubbish  or  garbage  of  any _  kind  or 
nature  whatsoever  into,  upon  or  along  any  of  the  sidewalks, 
public  streets,  alleys,  highways  or  public  square  of  the 
City  of  Angola,  Indiana.  Any  person,  company  or  cor- 
poration violating  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  section, 
upon  conviction  thereof,  shall  be  fined  in  any  sum  not  ex- 
ceeding ten  dollars,  for  each  and  every  offense. 

Section  15.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to  herd 
of  tether  any  animals  of  any  kind  upon  any  of  the  public 
streets,  alleys  or  highways  of  the  City  of  Angola,  Indiana. 
Any  person  who  shall  violate  any  of  the  provisions  of  this 
section,  shall,  upon  conviction  thereof,  be  fined  in  any  sum 
not  exceeding  ten  dollars. 

Section  16.    Any  person  slaughtering  any  animal  with- 
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in  four  miles  of  the  City  limits  of  Angola,  Indiana,  in  less 
than  six  hours  after  such  animal  has  been  driven  to  the 
slaughter  house,  which  animal  is  to  be  used  for  food,  or 
any  person  who  shall  offer  for  sale  the  meat  of  any  animal 
which  was  killed  while  the  same  had  been  overheated,  and 
before  the  same  had  time  to  cool  off,  or  who  shall  sell  any 
unwholesome  food  of  any  kind  within  the  city  limits  shall, 
upon  conviction  thereof,  be  fined  in  any  sum  not  exceed- 
ing twenty  dollars,  and  every  offer  to  sell  such  meat  or 
food  shall  constitute  a  violation  of  this  section. 

Section  17.  Any  person  who  shall  keep  or  leave  open 
after  sunset  any  cellar  door  or  grating  on  any  sidewalk 
or  street  in  the  City  of  Angola,  Indiana,  or  who  shall 
suffer  the  same  to  be  left  open  after  such  time,  or  who  shall 
suffer  any  sidewalk  in  front  of  his  or  her  premises  to  be- 
come or  continue  broken  or  out  of  repair,  so  as  to  incom- 
mode or  endanger  the  life  or  limbs  of  foot  passengers,  or 
shall  in  any  way,  obstruct  any  sidewalk  or  highway  with 
boxes  or  other  articles  by  leaving  the  same  on  said  side- 
walk or  highway  for  a  longer  time  than  is  sufficient  to 
receive  and  convey  them  away,  shall,  upon  conviction  there- 
of, be  fined  any  sum  not  to  exceed  ten  dollars. 

Section  18.  Any  person  engaged  in  dressing  Poultry 
within  the  city  limits  of  the  City  of  Angola,  Indiana,  for 
wholesale  or  retail,  who  shall  not  at  least  once  in  every 
twenty-four  hours  when  any  poultry  is  being  dressed,  con- 
vey the  debris  or  offal  made  in  dressing  the  same  to  some 
point  without  the  city  limits,  where  the  same  shall  not 
become  a  nuisance,  upon  conviction  thereof,  shall  be  fined 
in  any  sum  not  exceeding  ten  dollars  for  each  offense,  and 
each  twenty-four  hours  shall  constitute  a  separate  offense. 

Section  19.  Any  person  who  shall  be  the  owner  or 
occupying  or  using  any  building,  cellar,  lot  of  ground,  vault 
or  privy,  allowing  the  same  to  be  foul,  damp  or  otherwise 
prejudicial  to  the  public  health,  or  who  shall  not  within 
such  time  as  may  be  ordered  by  the  Board  of  Health  or  by 
the  City  Marshal,  renovate,  deodorize  or  dense  such  build- 
ing, cellar,  lot  of  ground,  vault  or  privy,  upon  conviction 
thereof,  shall  be  fined  in  any  sum  not  to  exceed  twenty 
dollars. 

Section  20.  Any  person  preventing,  or  attempting  to 
prevent  or  hinder,  or  interfering  with  the  City  Marshal,  his 
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deoutv  or  any  police  officer  in  the  performance  of  any  duty 
Sre  by  any  of  the  aforenamed  officers  m  any  of  the 
cnTordinances'shall,  on  conviction  thereof,  he  fined  m  any 
sum  not  exceeding  fifty  dollars. 

Section  81.  The  City  Marshal  and  the  po  icemen  with- 
in the  City  of  Angola.

Any  person 
who  shall  be  convicted  of  violating  the  provisions  of  this 
Son  shall  be  fined  in  any  sum  not  exceeding  ten  dollars. 

Section  2i.    That  any  person  who  shall  within  the  cor- 
norate  limits  of  the  city  of  Angola,  Indiana,  unlawfully  in- 
terfere "  interrupt  or  disturb  the  business  of  any  person 
or  who  shall  on  any  street,  alley,  or  public  common  or 
within  anv  place  of  business  apply  to  any  person  any  in- 
decent  vulgar   obscene,  profane  or  scurrilous  epithet  or

on again  ;  and  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to  dis- 
obey any  such  order.  Any  person  who  shall  violate  any 
of  the  provisions  of  this  section,  on  conviction,  shall  be 
fined  in  any  sum  not  exceeding  five  dollars. 

Section  26.  Any  animal  found  dead  in  any  street,  alley 
or  public  common  within  the  limits  of  the  City  of  Angola, 
Indiana,  shall  be  buried  or  removed  by  the  owner  thereof, 
or  by  the  person  in  whose  possession 'it  was  last  seen,  so 
as  not  to  become  offensive  to  the  public  or  injurious  to  the 
public  health,  within  six  hours  after  such  person  shall  have 
knowledge  of  such  animal  being  found  dead,  and  upon 
failure  to  comply  with  the  provisions  of  this  section,  shall 
be  fined  in  any  sum  not  exceeding  twenty  dollars. 

Section  27.  The  owner  or  the  occupants  of  all  lots  or 
parcel  of  land  bordering  on  any  street  in  the  City  of  An- 
gola, Indiana,  shall,  within  twenty-four  hours  after  a  fall 
of  snow,  clear  the  sidewalk  of  all  snow,  ice  or  other  ob- 
structions. Any  person  failing  to  comply  with  the  pro- 
visions of  this  section  shall,  upon  conviction  thereof,  be 
fined  in  any  sum  not  exceeding  ten  dollars  for  each  offense. 

Section  28.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  or 
persons  within  the  City  of  Angola,  Indiana,  at  any  time  to 
loiter  about  any  church  door  or  place  of  public  gathering, 
or  upon  the  sidewalk  and  streets  in  front  of  and  in  the 
vicinity  of  any  such  services  or  gathering  and  there  engage 
in  boisterous  conduct,  profane  language,  or  impede  the  pass- 
age of  persons  to  and  fro  on  such  streets  and  sidewalks  or 
to  congregate  upon  or  within  the  vestibule  or  steps  and 
entry  ways  of  said  places  of  public  gathering  and  there 
perpetrate  or  provoke  any  of  the  foregoing  disturbances, 
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under  penalty,  upon  conviction,  of  a  fine  of  not  exceeding 
five  dollars  for  each  offense  so  committed. 

Section  29  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  the  owner  of  any 
bull,  cow,  steer,  calf,  jack,  jenny,  mule,  stallion,  horse 
mare  colt,  swine  of  any  kind,  goose,  duck,  chicken,  or  fowl 
of  anv  kind,  to  permit  the  same  to  run  at  large  at  any  time 
within  the  citv  limits  of  the  City  of  Angola,  Indiana,  and 
anv  person  violating  this  section  or  any  part  of  this  sec- 
tion shall,  on  conviction  thereof,  be  fined  m  any  sum  not 
exceeding  one  hundred  dollars.  Providing,  however,  when 
the  conviction  is  for  permitting  a  bull,  jack,  jenny,  mule 
stallion,  horse,  mare,  or  colt  to  run  at  large  the  fine  shall 
not  be  less  than  five  dollars. 

Section  30  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  company  oi 
band  of  gypsies,  horse-traders,  thieves,  criminals  or  persons 
known  o?  reputed  to  be  such,  or  any  person  or  persons  as- 
sociating with  or  consorting  with  any  such  band  or  company, 
to  camp  out,  loiter,  saunter  about  or  tarry  within  four 
miles  of  the  corporate  limits  of  the  City  of  Angola,  Indiana, 
and  anv  such  company  or  band  of  gypsies,  horse-traders, 
thieves,'  criminals,  or  persons  know  or  reputed  to  be  such, 
or  anv  person  or  persons  associating  or  consorting  with  any 
such  company  or  band,  who  shall  not  leave  the  city  limits  as 
aforesaid,  within  one  hour  after  having  been  notified  so  to 
do  bv  the  Mayor,  Marshal  or  any  policeman  of  said  city 
or  who  shall  be  found  in  or  on  any  lot,  tract  or  parcel  of 
land  house,  store,  barn,  office,  shed,  car,  shop  or  o  her 
building  without  the  consent  of  the  owner  thereof,  shall  be 
deemed  guilty  of  disorderly  conduct  and,  on  conviction 
thereof,  shall'  be  fined  in  any  sum  not  exceeding  twenty- 
five  dollars. 

Section  31  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  or  per- 
sons to  hitch,  tie  or  leave  standing,  any  horse  or  other  an- 
imal in,  upon  or  along  any  of  the  public  streets  alleys, 
hio-hwavs  inclosed  or  uninclosed  grounds  witmn  the  cor- 
porate limits  of  the  Citv  of  Angola,  Indiana  for  a  longer 
period  than  five  hours  at  any  one  time,  without  feeding, 
watering  or  properly  blanketing  said  horse  or  other  animal* 
Anv  person  or  persons  violating  any  of  the  provisions  of 
this  section  shall,  upon  conviction  thereof  be  fined  m  any 
sum  not  exceeding  ten  dollars,  for  each  and  every  oftensc. 
Provided,  that  no  person  or  persons  shall  be  convicted  oi  a 
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violation  of  the  provisions  of  this  section,  for  failing  or 
refusing  to  blanket  any  horse  or  other  animal  as  aforesaid 
except,  during  the  months  of  December,  January,  Feb- 
ruary and  March. 

Section  32.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  traveling 
mendicants,  prostitutes,  street  beggars,  or  vagrants  to  be 
found  plying  their  vocation  within  the  corporate  limits  of  the 
City  of  Angola,  Indiana,  and  any  such  person  entering  or  be- 
ing found  within  the  corporate  limits  of  said  city  shall  be 
liable  to  a  fine  of  not  to  exceed  fifty  dollars  for  each  time  he 
or  she  shall  violate  the  provisions  of  this  section. 

Section  33.  All  odinances  heretofore  in  force  in  the 
Town  of  Angola,  Indiana,  in  so  far  as  the  same  relate  to 
the  matters  embraced  within  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance 
are  hereby  repealed. 

Section  34.  This  ordinance  shall  be  in  full  force  and 
effect  from  and  after  its  passage  by  the  Common  Council, 
approval  and  signing  by  the  Mayor  and  publication  ac- 
cording to  law.

ORDINANCE  NO.  10. 

An  ordinance  regulating  the  moving  of  buildings. 
Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  and  ordained  by  the  Com- 
mon Council  of  the  City  of  Angola,  Indiana  :  That  it  shall 
be  unlawful  for  any  person,  persons,  firm  or  corporation 
to  move  any  buildings  or  structure  of  any  kind,  along,  upon 
or  across  any  of  the  public  streets,  alleys  or  highways  of  the 
City  of  Angola,  Indiana,  without  having  first  presented  to 
the  Common  Council  of  said  city  a  petition  stating  the  kind 
of  building  or  structure  to  be  moved,  together  with  the  size 
of  the  same  and  the  route  over  which  the  same  is  to  be 
moved,  and  filing  a  bond  with  good  and  sufficient  freehold 
surety  conditioned  that  the  said  building  or  structure  will  be 
moved  without  unnecessary  delay,  and  that  all  damages 
caused  to  said  city  or  any  person  or  corporation  by  reason 
of  said  moving  or  the  use  of  said  streets,  alleys  and  high 
ways  will  be  promptly  paid. 

Section  2.  Upon  the  presenting  of  said  petition  to  the 
Common  Council  together  with  the  bond,  the  Council  shall 
direct  the  City  Clerk  to  issue  to  said  petitioner  a  permit 
in  writing  for  the  moving  of  such  building  or  structure  and 
prescribing  the  route  to  be  taken,  which  shall  be  set  out 
in  full  in  said  permit.  Such  petitioner  before  receiving 
said  permit  shall  pay  to  the  City  Clerk  for  the  use  of  the 
City  Treasury  the  sum  of  one  dollar  ;  provided ;  that  where 
the  removal  of  any  building  or  structure  would  be  danger- 
ous to  persons  or  property  or  unduly  interfere  with  the 
free  use  of  the  streets  and  alleys  of  said  city,  the  Common 
Council  may  in  its  discretion  refuse  to  issue  a  permit  for 
the  removal  of  any  building  or  structure. 
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Section  3.  Any  person,  persons,  firm  or  corpora- 
tion violating  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance  shall 
upon  conviction  thereof  be  fined  in  any  sum  not  exceeding 
one  hundred  dollars. 

Section  4.  This  ordinance  shall  he  in  full  force  and 
effect  from  the  date  of  its  passage  by  the  Common  Council, 
approval  and  signing  by  the  Mayor  and  publication  accord- 
ing to  law.

ORDINANCE  NO.  11. 

An  ordinance  relating  to  sidewalks,  terraces  and  cufbings 

generally. 

Be  it  enacted  and  ordained  by  the  Common  Council  of 
the  City  of  Angola,  Indiana,  that :  Section  1.  The  owner 
or  owners  of  all  lost  or  lands  on,  along,  adjoining  or 
abutting  any  public  street,  alley,  highway  or  the 
public  square  within  said  city  shall,  when  about 
to  grade,  pave,  build  and  construct  a  sidewalk, 
terrace  or  curbing  along,  in  front  of,  adjoining 
and  contiguous  to  their  respective  lot,  lots  or  lands,  grade, 
pave,  build  and  construct  said  sidewalk,  terrace  or  curbing 
in  the  manner  and  according  to  the  grade,  plans  and  speci- 
fications as  hereinafter  adopted,  set  out  and  provided 

Section  2.  All  the  silewalks  around  the  public  square 
and  on  each  side  of  Maumee  Street,  from  the  public  square 
west  to  the  east  line  of  West  Street,  and  on  each  side 
of  Maumee  Street  from  the  public  square  east  to  the 
west  line  of  Martha  Street,  and  on  each  side  of  Wayne 
Street  from  the  public  square  north  to  the  south  line  of 
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Gilmore  Street,  and  on  each  side  of  Wayne  Street  from  the 
public  square  south  to  the  north  line  of  Gale  Street,  shall 
be  built  and  constructed  ten  feet. in  width. 

All  the  walks  on  and  along  each  side  of  Maumee  Street 
from  the  west  line  of  West  Street  to  the  west  line  of  the 
Lake  Shore  &  Michigan  Southern  Railway  Company's  right 
of  way  shall  be  built  six  feet  in  width,  and  from  the 
west  line  of  said  right  of  way  to  the  west  corporation  line  ot 
said  ci^y  and  on  each  side  of  Wayne  Street  from  the  south 
line  of  Gale  Street  to  the  south  corporation  line  of  said  city, 
and  on  each  side  of  Maumee  Street  from  the  east  line  of 
Martha  Street  to  the  east  corporation  line  of  said  city,  shall 
be  built  and  constructed  five  feet  in  width,  and  the  sidewalks 
on  and  along  each  side  of  Wayne  Street  from  the  north  line 
of  Gilmore  Street  to  the  south  line  of  Dolly  Varden  Street 
in  said  citv  be  built  and  constructed  five  feet  m  width.  All 
the  other  sidewalks  in  said  city  shall  be  built  and  constructed 
four  feet  in  width. 

All  the  sidewalks  herein  provided  for  shall  be  built  and 
constructed  upon  a  uniform  grade  with  the  street,  and  ad 
shall  be  built  and  constructed  of  portland  cement  or  arti- 
ficial stone  upon  a  solid  gravel  bed  or  foundation,  and  they 
shall  be  four  inches  thick  above  said  gravel  bed  or  founda- 
tion    Three  and  one-quarter  inches  of  the  thickness  ot 
said  sidewalks  shall  be  composed  of  six  parts  of  goods  fine 
gravel  and  one  part  of  portland  cement,  thoroughly  mixed 
with  water,  and  while  wet  placed  upon  the  gravel  bed  or 
foundation,  and  thoroughly  tamped  and  leveled,  and  a  top 
dressing  shall  then  be  placed  thereon  of  not  less  than  three- 
fourths  of  an  inch  in  thickness,  and  composed  of  one-halt 
of  portland  cement  and  one-half  good  clear  sharp  sand 
mixed  with  water,  and  when  placed  upon  said  walk  thor- 
oughly trowled  and  smoothed  down,  so  that  when  said  walk 
is  completed  it  will  be  at  least  four  inches  thick  above  said 
gravel  bed  or  foundation.    All  sidewalks  shall  be  so  bmlt 
and  constructed,  that  the  boundary  line  between  the  lot, 
lots  or  lands  and  the  street  alcng  which  any  sidewalk  is 
built  or  constructed  will  be  the  inside  boundary  line  of  said 
walk. 

Section  3.  The  outside  boundary  line  of  all  terraces 
and  curbings,  built  and  constructed  around  the  public  square, 
and  on  each  side  of  Maumee  Street,  west  from  the  public 
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square  to  the  west  corporation  line  of  said  city  and  from 
the  public  square  east  to  the  east  corporation  line  of  said 
city,  and  on  each  side  of  Wayne  street  south  from  the 
public  square  to  the  south  corporation  line  of  said  city,  and' 
from  the  public  square  north  to  the  south  line  of  Dolly 
Varden  Street,  shall  be  fourteen  (14)  feet  from  the  bound- 
ary line  between  the  abutting  lots  or  lands  and  said  street 
and  public  square.  The  outside  boundary  line  of  all  ter- 
races and  eurbings  built  and  constructed  from  the  north  line 
of  Dolly  Varden  Street,  to  the  north  corporation  line  of  said 
city,  shall  be  ten  (10)  feet  from  the  boundary  line  between 
the  abutting  lots  and  lands  and  said  street.  The  outside 
boundary  line  of  all  terraces  or  eurbings  built  and  con- 
structed on  any  street,  alley  or  highway  within  said  city, 
where  said  street,  alley  or  highway  is  not  more  than  eighty 
nor  less  than  sixty  feet  in  width,  shall  be  eight  (8)  feet  from 
the  boundary  line  between  the  abutting  lots  or  lands  and 
said  streets  ;  except  as  herein  otherwise  provided.  The  out- 
side boundary  line  of  all  terraces  and  eurbings  built  or  con- 
structed on  any  street,  alley  or  highway  within  said  city, 
where  said  street,  alley  or  highway,  is  less  than  sixty 
feet  in  width,  shall  be  nine  feet  from  the  boundary  line  be- 
tween the  abutting  lots  or  lands  and  said  streets ;  except  as 
herein  otherwise  provided:  And  provided  however;  that 
the  Common  Council  of  said  city,  may  in  its  descretion,  in 
order  to  preserve  shade  trees  or  other  valuable  improve- 
ments, made  or  completed  previous  to  the  passage  of  this  or- 
dinance, vary  the  width  of  the  terraces  or  eurbings  along 
any  street  as  the  circumstances  may  require  or  justifv. 

Section  4.  All  sidewalks,  terraces  and  eurbings  con- 
structed within  the  City  of  Angola,  shall  be  built,  con- 
structed and  completed  under  the  advice  and  direction  of 
the  City  Engineer  and  approval  of  the  Common  Council, 
and  upon  and  in  conformity  to  the  grade  furnished  by  said 
City  Engineer,  approved  by  said  Common  Council  at  the 
time  said  sidewalk,  terrace  or  curbing  is  built  and  con- 
structed. 

The  terms  and  provisions  of  this  ordinance  shall  apply 
to  all  streets,  alleys  and  highways  that  may  hereafter  be 
laid  out  and  located  in  said  city,  when  the  same  shall  be  so 
laid  out,  the  same  as  if  they  were  already  laid  out  and  lo- 
cated therein,  and  the  owners  of  lots  and  lands  adjacent  to 


Erratum. 

The  third  sentence  of  section  3,  Ordinance  No.  11,  should 
read  as  follows: 

The  outside  boundary  line  of  all  terraces  or  curbings  built 
and  constructed  on  any  street,  alley  or  highway  within  said  city, 
where  said  street,  alley  or  highway  is  not  more  than  eighty  nor 
less  than  sixty  feet  in  width,  shall  be  twelve  (12)  feet  from  the 
boundary  line  between  the  abutting  lots  or  lands  and  said  streets; 
except  as  herein  otherwise  provided. 
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such  streets,  allevs  and  highways  hereafter  laid  out,  when 
about  to  build  and  construct  sidewalks,  terraces  or  curb- 
ings  along  such  streets,  alleys  and  highways  adjacent  to 
their  said  lots  or  lands,  shall  build  and  construct  them  of 
the  width,  of  the  material  and  in  the  manner  herein  particu- 
larly described. 

'  Section  5.  Anv  person  or  persons  who  shall  build  or 
construct,  or  assist  in  building  or  constructing,  any  side- 
walk terrace  or  curbing,  where  no  grade  has  been  estab- 
lished, without  first  obtaining  a  grade  therefor  from  the 
City  Engineer  and  approved  by  the  Common  Council,  or 
who  shall  build  or  construct,  or  assist  in  -building  or  con- 
structing any  sidewalk,  terrace  or  curbing  contrary  to  any 
grade  which  may  theretofore  have  been  established  or 
adopted  bv  the  Common  Council  of  said  city,  or  contrary 
to  any  of'  the  provisions  of  the  foregoing  sections  of  this 
ordinance,  shall,  in  either  case,  be  subject  to  forfeit  and 
pay  to  said  citv  ten  dollars  for  each  offense ;  and  each  day- 
he  shall  fail  to  remove  or  reconstruct  the  same  shall  con- 
stitute a  separate  offense. 

Section  6.  On  the  completion  of  any  sidewalk,  terrace 
or  curbing,  notice  shall  be  given  to  the  City  Engineer  and 
Committee  on  Sidewalks,  who  shall  proceed  to  inspect  said 
walk  terrace  or  curbing  and  notify  the  builder  or  owner  ot 
said  walk,  terrace  or  curbing  wherein  the  same  does  not 
comply  with  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance,  if  said 
walk,  'terrace  or  curbing  be  defective  in  any  way.  If  said 
sidewalk,  terrace  or  curbing  be  properly  constructed,  said 
Engineer  and  Committee  shall,  at  the  next  meeting  of  the 
Common  Council  so  report. 

Section  7.  Whenever  any  sidewalk,  terrace  or  curbing 
in  front  of  any  lot,  lots  or  lands,  or  part  of  any  lot,  lots  or 
lands  shall  be  out  of  repair  or  liable  to  become  dangerous  for 
the  passage  of  vehicles  or  pedestrians,  or  whenever  it  be- 
comes necessary  to  construct  any  sidewalk,  terrace  or  curb- 
ing or  whenever  in  the  opinion  of  the  Common  Council  any 
sidewalk,  terrace  or  curbing  already  constructed,  should  be 
raised,  lowered  or  otherwise  changed  of  altered,  it  shall  be 
the  duty  of  the  Common  Council,  to  cause  a  written  or 
printed  notice  to  be  served  on  the  owner  or  owners  thereof, 
to  repair,  raise,  lower,  relay,  build  or  rebuild  said  sidewalk, 
terrace,  or  curbing  within  thirty  days  from  the  date  of  re- 
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ceiving  said  notice,  and  that  upon  his  failure  so  to  do,  said 
Council  will  adopt  a  resolution  declaring  the  necessity  for 
said  improvement,  and  will  proceed  with  the  same  in  accord- 
ance with  the  law  in  such  cases  made  and  provided. 

Section  8.  All  ordinances  and  parts  of  ordinances  in 
conflict  herewith  are  hereby  repealed. 

Section  9.  This  ordinance  shall  be  in  full  force  and 
effect  from  the  date  of  its  passage  by  the  Common  Council, 
approval  and  signing  by  the  Mayor  and  publication  ac- 
cording to  law.

ORDINANCE  NO.  12. 

An  ordinance  providing  for  the  cutting  and  destruction 
of  obnoxious  needs. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  and  ordained  by  the  Com- 
mon Council  of  the  City  of  Angola.  Indiana,  that:  It  shalf 
and  is  hereby  made  the  duty  of  the  owner  or  occupant  of 
any  lot,  or  parcel  of  land  within  the  city  of  Angola.  Indiana, 
to  cut  down  and  remove  therefrom,  all  thistles,  dock,  weeds 
and  other  rank  vegetation  growing  upon  said  lot  or  parcel 
of  land  and  upon,  in  or  along  any  street,  alley,  highway  or 
public  place,  in  front  of  or  abutting  such  property,  during 
the  months  of  June,  July,  August  and  September  of  each 
year. 

Section  2.  Upon  the  failure,  refusal  or  neglect  of  any 
person  to  comply  with  the  terms  and  provisions  of  section 
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one  of  this  ordinance,  after  having  been  given  five  days  no- 
tice by  the  Common  Council  of  said  city,  it  shall  be  the 
duty  of  the  City  Marshal  or  Street  Commissioner  under  the 
direction  of  the  Common  Council,  to  enter  upon  said  lot  or 
parcel  of  land  and  any  street,  alley,  highway  or  public 
place  in  front  of  or  abutting  such  property  and  cut  down 
and  remove  therefrom,  all  thistles,  dock,  weeds  and  other 
rank  vegetation  growing  thereon.  Said  City  Marshal  or 
Street  Commissioner  shall  report  his  action  to  the  Common 
Council  at  its  next  meeting  thereafter.  Said  report  shall 
contain  a  full,  true  and  complete  statement  of  all  costs  in- 
curred in  the  cutting  down  and  removal  of  said  thistles, 
dock,  weeds  and  rank  vegetation. 

Section  3.    Upon  the  making  of  said  report  by  the  City 
Marshal  or  Street  Commissioner  showing  the  costs  incurred 
as  aforesaid,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Common  Council, 
to  -ive  to  the  owner  or  occupant  of  said  lot  or  parcel  of 
land,  not  less  than  ten  days  notice  of  the  time  and  place, 
when  and  where  he  will  be  given  opportunity  to  show  what 
cause,  if  any  he  has,  why  said  costs  should  not  be  made  a 
lien  upon  said  lot  or  parcel  of  land  and  the  collection  there- 
of enforced  against  the  same.    If  after  such  hearing,  the 
Common  Council  are  of  the  opinion  that  said  costs  or  any 
part  thereof  as  reported  by  the  City  Marshall  or  Street 
Commissioner  should  be  made  a  lien  against  said  lot  or 
parcel  of  land,  it  shall  adopt  a  resolution,  making  and  de- 
claring the  same  to  be  a  lien  thereon,  which  may  be  en- 
forced, foreclosed  and  collected  in  any  court  of  competent 
jurisdiction,  in  the  same  manner  that  a  mortgage  against 
real  estate  is  enforced,  foreclosed  and  collected ;  or  the 
Common  Council  may  by  resolution,  require  the  City  Uenc 
to  certifv  the  amount  of  costs  so  allowed  with  a  description 
of  the  lot  or  parcel  of  land  and  the  name  or  names  of  the 
owner  or  owners  thereof  to  the  Auditor  of  Steuben  County, 
whose  duty  it  will  be  to  place  the  same  upon  the  proper 
tax  duplicate  of  Steuben  County,  against  the  lot  or  parcel 
of  land  as  he  now  enters  the  general  taxes  of  said  city ^  upon 
said  duplicate,  and  the  Treasurer  of  said  County  shall  col- 
lect the  same  from  the  owner  of  said  lot  or  parcel  of  land, 
as  he  now  collects  the  general  taxes  of  said  city. 

Section  4.    This  ordinance  shall  be  in  full  force  and 
effect  from  and  after  the  date  of  its  passage  by  the  Common 
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Council,  signing  and  approval  by  the  Mayor  and  publication 
according  to  law.

An  ordinance  relating  to  licenses  generally  within  the 
corporate  limits  of  the  City  of  Angola,  Indiana. 

HAWKERS  AXD  PEDDLERS. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  An- 
gola, Indiana:  Section  I.  The  following  shall  be  deemed 
to  be  and  defined  as  hawking  and  peddling.  Any 
method  of  selling  goods,  wares  or  merchandise  of  any  kind 
or  nature  whatsoever,  by  out-cry  on  the  streets,  alleys,  high- 
ways, public  square  or  other  public  place  in  the  City  of 
Angola  ;  or  by  attracting  persons  to  purchase  goods,  wares 
or  merchandise  of  any  kind  or  nature  whatsoever,  exposed 
for  sale  at  such  places,  by  placards,  signals,  music  or  other- 
wise ;  or  by  going  from  house  to  house  within  said  city, 
selling  or  offering  for  sale,  goods,  wares  or  merchandise  of 
any  kind  or  nature  whatsoever,  at  retail  to  individuals  or  per- 
sons not  dealers  in  such  commodities,  whether  the  goods  be 
carried  along  for  present  delivery  or  whether  the  sales  be 
made  for  future  delivery  or  whether  such  goods  be  de- 
livered upon  payment  in  whole  or  upon  some  plan  of  partial 
payment  therefor. 

Provided.  That  hawkers  and  peddlers  selling  goods, 
wares  and  merchandise  of  any  kind  or  nature  whatsoever, 
which  at  the  time  of  such  sale  are  without  the  State  of 
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Indiana,  and  owned  and  manufactured  by  persons  or  firms 
without  said  state  resident,  and  which  are  sold  subject  to 
future  order  upon  such  non-resident  persons  or  firms  for 
delivery,  shall  not  be  subject  to  the  payment  of  the  license 
fee  required  by  this  ordinance.  And  provided  further  that 
persons  selling  produce,  provisions  and  fruits  of  their  own 
raising,  and  wholesale  traveling  merchants  or  agents,  who 
«ell  only  to  retail  dealers  in  like  commodities,  shall  not  be 
subject  to  the  payment  of  the  license  fees  required  by  this 
ordinance. 

Section  2.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to  carry 
on  -he  business  of  hawking  or  peddling  within  the  corporate 
limits  of  the  city  of  Angola,  at  wholesale  or  retail,  by  carry 
mo-  exposing  or  crying  for  sale,  either  on  foot,  m  vehicles 
within  any  street,  alley,  highway  the  public 
square  or  other  public  place,  or  by  going  from  house 
to  house  within  said  city,  any  article  of  commerce,  goods 
wares,  merchandise,  jewelry,  watches,  clocks,  drugs,  toilet 
articles,  soaps,  medicines,  compositions,  notions,  groceries, 
produce,  fruits  or  clothing,  without  a  license  from  said  city 
so  to  do,  except  as  provided  in  section  one  of  this  ordinance. 

Section  3.  Any  person  or  persons  desiring  a  license  to 
hawk  or  peddle  goods,  wares  or  merchandise  of  any  kind 
or  nature  whatsoever  as  above  set  out,  shall  pay  for  such 
license  the  amount  as  hereinafter  provided,  to-wit : 

(a)  For  carrying  s;oods  by  hand,  two  dollars  per  day, 
ten  dollars  per  week,  twenty  dollars  per  month,  forty  dol- 
lars per  year. 

(b)  For  selling  from  any  kind  of  vehicle,  for  each 
vehicle  four  dollars  per  day,  twelve  dollars  per  week,  twenty- 
five  dollars  per  month,  forty  dollars  per  year. 

Section  4  Whoever  sells  or  offers  for  sale,  within  the 
corporate  limits  of  the  city  of  Angola  any  goods,  wares 
or  merchandise  or  any  article  of  commerce  of  any  kind 
or  nature  whatever,  in  violation  of  the  provisions  of  the 
foreeoins  sections  of  this  ordinance  regulating  sales  by 
hawkers  and  peddlers,  shall  for  every  such  offense,  upon 
conviction  thereof,  be  fined  in  any  sum  not  exceeding  titty 
dollars. 
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AUCTIONEERS. 

Section  5.  Any  person  who  shall  offer  for  sale  at  pub- 
lic out  cry,  any  goods,  wares  or  merchandise,  or  any  article 
of  commerce  of  any  kind  or  nature  whatsoever,  on  any  of  the 
streets,  alleys,  highways,  the  public  square  or  other  public 
place,  or  in  any  store,  room,  building,  shop  or  other  enclos- 
ure within  the  corporate  limits  of  the  City  of  Angola,  where- 
at said  sales  shall  be  made  to  competing  bidders  therefor, 
either  upon  an  ascending  or  descending  scale  of  prices  or 
bids,  or  upon  a  price  fixed  by  such  seller  asking  for  the 
acceptance  thereof  by  the  bystanders,  shall  be  deemed  an 
auctioneer  and  subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance. 

Provided,  That  all  sales  made  by  executors,  adminis- 
trators, commissioners  or  other  public  officers  in  the  dis- 
charge of  legal  duties,  or  by  residents  of  said  city  disposing 
of  household  goods  or  furniture  at  auction,  shall  not  be  sub- 
ject to  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance. 

Section  6.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person,  wheth- 
er licensed  by  the  City  of  Angola,  or  not,  to  sell  or  cry  for 
sale  at  public  auction,  any  goods.,  wares,  merchandise,  or 
article  of  commerce  of  any  kind  or  nature  whatsoever,  from 
any  door,  window  or  other  opening  in  any  store,  shop  or 
other  building  within  said  city,  so  as  to  collect  persons 
upon  any  sidewalk  or  street  in  said  city,  whereby  the  passage 
of  persons  or  vehicles  upon  or  along  such  sidewalk  or  street 
shall  be  hindered  or  in  any  matter  impeded,  and  upon  con- 
viction thereof  shall  be  fined  in  any  sum  not  exceeding 
twenty-five  dollars. 

Section  7.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to  give 
notice  of  auction  sales  or  sales  by  transient  or  itinerant 
merchants,  salesmen  or  venders,  by  ringing  a  bell,  blowing 
a  bugle  or  creating  a  noise  by  any  other  device,  instrument 
or  method,  elsewhere  than  in  front  of  the  building  or  room 
where  said  sales  are  to  take  place,  and  upon  conviction 
thereof,  shall  be  fined  in  any  sum  not  exceeding  twenty-five 
dollars. 

Section  8.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  or  per- 
sons to  engage  in.  or  exercise  the  business  of  auctioneer  as 
defined  in  section  five  of  this  ordinance,  or  to  in  any  manner 
directlv  or  indirectly,  engage  in,  or  exercise  the  business  of, 
run,  operate  or  maintain  a  street  auction  or  auction  establish- 
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ment,  or  to  in  any  manner  directly  or  indirectly,  engage  m  or 
exercise  the  business  of  a  transient  merchant  salesman  or 
itenerant  vender  of  goods,  wares  or  merchandise  of  what- 
ever nature,  denominated  "bankrupt  stock,  _  fare  sa  e,^ 
"assignee's  sale,"  "receiver's  sale,"  "commissioner  s  sale, 
or  any  other  term  used  for  the  purpose  of  attracting  trade  or 
to  establish  or  maintain  any  branch  store,  establishment  or 
concern,  for  the  purpose  of  carying  on  or  conducting  a 
temporarv  business  in  said  city,  without  first  procuring  a 
license  from  said  city  so  to  do,  as  in  this  ordinance  pro- 
vided for  which  the  following  fees  shall  be  paid,  to-wit  .— 

(a)  Street  auctioneers,  transient  merchants,  salesmen 
or  itinerant  venders,  selling  books,  stationary,  notions,  jew- 
elry, medicines,  soaps,  toilet  articles  and  other  articles  of  a 
similar  nature,  five  dollars  per  day,  ten  dollars  per  week, 
fifteen  dollars  per  month,  twenty-five  dollars  per  year 

(b)  Street  auctioneers,  transient  merchants,  salesmen 
or  itinerant  venders,  selling  dry  goods,  carpets,  clothing, 
hardware,  boots  and  shoes,  groceries  provisions  and  other 
articles  of  a  similar  nature,  seven  and  one-half  dollars  per 
day,  twenty  dollars  per  week,  fifty  dollars  per  month,  one 
hundred  dollars  per  year. 

(c)  Auction  sales  in  any  store,  room,  shop,  building 
or  other  enclosure,  selling  books,  stationery,  notions,  jewelry, 
toilet  articles,  soap  and  other  articles  of  a  similar  nature, 
seven  and  one-half  dollars  per  day,  twenty  dollars  per 
week  fifty  dollars  per  month,  one  hundred  dollars  per  year. 

(d)  AucHon  sales  in  any  store,  room,  shop,  building  or 
other  enclosure,  selling  dry  goods,  carpets,  clothing  hard- 
ware, boots  and  shoes,  groceries,  provisions  and  other  ar- 
ticles of  a  similar  nature,  ten  dollars  per  day,  thirty  dollars 
per  week,  sixty  dollars  per  month,  one  hundred  and  twenty- 
five  dollars  per  year.   

(e)  Sales  conducted  in  any  store,  room,  shop,  building 
or  other  enclosure  bv  transient  merchants,  salesmen  or 
itinerant  venders,  or  anv  branch  store,  establishment  or  con- 
cern for  the  purpose  of  conducting  or  carrying  on  any 
temporarv  business,  ten  dollars  per  day,  fifty  dollars  per 
week  seventy-five  dollars  per  month,  one  hundred  and  fifty 
dollars  per  vear.  And  any  person  violating  any  of  the  pro- 
visions of  this  section,  shall,  upon  conviction  thereof  be 
fined  in  any  sum  not  exceeding  one  hundred  and  fifty  dol- 
lars for  each  offense. 
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SHOWS,  THEATERS,  STREET  PERFORMANCES, 
GAMES,  SPORTS,  ETC. 

Section  9.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to 
exhibit  or  participate  in  exhibiting,  or  to  conduct  or  partici- 
pate in  conducting,  within  the  corporate  limits  of  the  City 
of  Angola,  for  any  payment  or  reward,  charged,  demanded 
or  received,  any  theatrical  performance,  show  of  puppets, 
vaudeville  entertainment,  minstrel  show,  wax  figure,  any 
display  of  tumbling  feats,  rope  or  wire  walking,  dancing 
or  balancing,  sleight  of  hand  performance,  side  show,  box- 
ing or  wrestling  match,  animals,  circus,  menagerie,  natural 
or  artifical  curiosities,  deception  or  representation,  phono- 
graph or  electrical  device,  musical  concert,  magic  latern, 
pictures  or  paintings,  swing  or  merry-go-round,  bowery 
dance,  roller  skating  rink,  bowling  alley,  shooting  gallery, 
pool  or  billiard  table,  alley,  machine,  device  or  place  of  any 
kind  for  sports  or  games,  kept  for  hire  or  pay,  and  recog- 
nized by  law  as  legitimate,  or  any  display  or  performance  of 
the  same  general  nature  or  description,  without  first  obtain- 
ing a  license  therefor  as  hereinafter  provided,  and  for 
every  violation  of  the  provisions  of  this  section,  upon  con- 
viction thereof  shall  be  fined  in  any  sum  not  exceeding  one 
hundred  dollars. 

Section  10.  The  fees  to  be  paid  for  licenses  to  exhibit 
or  conduct  amusements,  entertainments,  games,  or  sports,  of 
the  class,  nature  or  description  enumerated  in  section  nine 
of  this  ordinance,  shall  be  as  follows : 

(a)  Theatrical  performances,  vaudeville  or  minstrel 
shows,  musical  concerts,  show  of  puppets,  wax  figures, 
sleight  of  hand  performances,  side  shows,  display  of  tumb- 
ling feats,  rope  or  wire  walking,  dancing  or  balancing,  natur- 
al or  artifical  curiosities,  deception  or  representations, 
'bowery  dance,  phonograph  or  electrical  device,  magic  lan- 
tern, pictures  or  paintings,  boxing  or  wrestling  match  or 
other  show,  exhibition,  concern  or  device  of  a  similar  nature, 
whether  the  same  be  conducted  within  doors,  in  a  tent,  from 
a  wagon,  or  upon  the  street  or  other  place,  two  and  one- 
half  dollars  per  day,  ten  dollars  per  week,  twenty-five  dol- 
lars per  month,  fifty  dollars  per  year. 

(b)  Circus  or  menagerie,  including  street  parades 
where  the  admission  fee  charged  is  fifty  cents  or  more, 
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twenty  dollars  per  dav.    Where  the  admission  fee  charged 
is  less  than  fifty  cents,  ten  dollars  per  day. 

(c)  Merry-go-rounds  and  mechanical  appliances  of 
like  nature,  seven  and  one-half  dollars  per  day. 

(d)  Skating  rinks,  one  dollar  per  day,  five  dollars  per 
week  ten  dollars  per  month,  twenty-five  dollars  per  year. 

(e)  Shooting  gallery,  pool  or  billard  table,  alley,  ma- 
chine device  or  place  of  any  kind  kept  for  sports  or  games 
where  the  same  are  conducted  or  operated  within  doors 
for  each  separate  device  so  conducted  or  operated,  one  dollar 
per  day,  three  dollars  per  week,  five  dollars  per  month  fif- 
teen dollars  per  year  for  a  single  table  or  device  and  ten  dol- 
lars for  each  additional  table  or  device. 

(f)  Circus  or  menagerie  parades  upon  streets  within 
the  city  limits,  where  the  show  is  held  outside  city  limits 
and  not  licensed,  twenty  dollars  per  day. 

Reo-ularlv  established  opera  houses  shall  pay  an 
annual*  license"  fee  of  fifty  dollars,  and  the  owner,  manager 
or  conductor  of  any  entertainments  or  performances  in  such 
licensed  opera  houses  shall  be  exempt  from  payment  of 
further  license  fees. 

(h)  Bowling  alleys  for  each  separate  device  so 
conducted  or  operated,  two  dollars  per  day  six  dollars  per 
week  +en  dollars  per  month,  twenty-five  dollars  per  year. 

Section  11.  Gambling  machines,  devices,  tables  or  im- 
plements shall  not  be  licenced,  and  any  license  procured 
or  issued  under  false  representations  as  to  the  use  for  which 
issued,  shall  be  surrendered  and  any  fees  paid  therefor  for- 
feited. 

BOOTHS  AND  STANDS. 

Section  12  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  persons  to 
erect,  maintain,  locate,  conduct  or  operate  within  the  corpo- 
rate limits  of  the  City  of  Angola,  any  stand,  booth  or  tent 
for  the  sale  of  refreshments,  groceries,  provisions  fruit, 
confectionary,  tobacco,  cigars,  books  stationary,  glass  or 
crockery  ware,  notions,  jewelry,  watches,  clocks  medicine,, 
medicinal  preparations,  soap,  toilet  articles  goods,  wares  or 
merchandise,  or  any  stand,  booth,  tent  or  location  for  oper- 
ating a  doll  rack,  cane  rack,  striking  machine,  shooting 
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gallery  or  legitimate  mechanical  appliances  for  sports  or 
games  for  hire  or  pay,  without  having  first  obtained  a 
license  so  to  do  as  hereinafter  provided,  and  for  every  vio- 
lation of  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  section,  upon  convic- 
tion thereof,  shall  be  fined  in  any  sum  not  exceeding  fifty 
dollars. 

Section  13.  The  amounts  to  be  charged  for  license 
fees  for  boths  and  stands  shall  be  made  dependent  upon  the 
following  conditions,  to-wit : 

(1)  The  character  of  the  business. 

(2)  The  length  of  time  for  which  the  license  is  grant- 
ed. 

(3)  The  space  occupied  in  extent  of  frontage  of  such 
booth  or  stand,  and  the  space  so  occupied  shall  be  classed 
and  designated  as  follows: 

Class  one.    Frontage  of  ten  feet  or  less. 

Class  two.  Frontage  of  over  ten  feet  and  less  than 
twenty  feet. 

Class  three.  Frontage  of  over  twenty  and  less  than 
thirty  feet. 

Class  four.    Frontage  of  over  thirty  feet. 

Provided,  That  no  stand,  booth  or  tent  shall  extend 
into  the  street  more  than  twelve  feet  from  the  curb. 

The  charges  per  week  of  six  days  shall  be  three  times 
the  charge  per  day,  per  month  or  four  weeks  shall  be 
three  times  the  charge  per  week,  per  year  shall  be  ten  times 
the  charge  per  month. 

Section  14.  Every  person  before  erecting,  maintain- 
ing, locating,  conducting  or  operating  any  stand,  booth,  tent 
or  location  as  set  out  and  designated  in  sections  twelve  and 
thirteen  of  this  ordiance,  shall  pay  for  a  license  therefor  the 
following  fees,  subject  to  adjustment  in  accordance  with  the 
foregoing  gradations. 

(a)  For  any  stand,  booth  or  tent  selling  refreshments, 
popcorn,  lemonade,  peanuts,  soft  drinks,  fruit,  confectionary, 
tobacco,  cigars  or  other  articles  of  a  like  nature,  two  dollars 
per  day  for  the  first  class,  four  dollars  per  day  for  the  sec- 
ond class,  five  dollars  per  day  for  the  third  class,  ten  dollars 
per  day  for  the  fourth  class. 

(b)  For  any  stand,  booth  or  tent  selling  groceries, 
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provisions,  books,  stationary,  glass  or  crockery  ware,  no- 
tions jewelry,  watches,  clocks,  medicines,  medicinal  prepa- 
rations soap,  toilet  articles,  goods,  wares,  merchandise  or 
other  articles  of  a  like  nature  four  dollars  per  day  for  the 
first  class,  eight  dollars  per  day  for  the  second  class  fif- 
teen dollars  per  day  for  the  third  class,  twentyfive  dollars 
per  day  for  the  fourth  class. 

(c)  For  any  stand,  booth,  tent  or  location,  operating 
or  conducting  a  doll  rack,  cane  rack,  striking  machine, 
shooting  gallery  or  legitimate  mechanical  or  other  appliance 
for  sports  or  games,  kept  for  hire  or  pay,  for  each  device  or 
appliance  so  operated  or  conducted,  three  dollars  per  day 
for  +he  first  class,  five  dollars  per  day  for  the  second  class, 
seven  and  one-half  dollars  per  day  for  the  third  class,  ten 
dollars  per  day  for  the  fourth  class. 

Whenever  any  stand,  booth,  tent  or  other  location  com- 
bines the  sale  or  operation  of  two  or  more  of  the  foregoing 
classes  of  arteles,  in  its  articles  exhibited  for  sale  or  oper- 
ation, the  license  fee  shall  be  based  upon  and  determined 
by  the  license  fee  for  the  article  of  the  highest  class  or 
grade. 

VEHICLES,  HACKS  AND  AUTOMOBILES. 

Section  15.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  or 
persons,  to  directly  or  indirectly  run,  drive  or  operate  upon 
anv  street,  allev  or  highwav,  within  the  corporate  limits  of 
the  city  of  Angola,  any  buggy,  carriage,  surrey,  hack,  omni- 
bus automobile,  locomobile,  motor  carriage  or  other  vehicle, 
for  the  purpose  of  carrying  persons  or  passengers  for  hire 
or  gain,  without  having  first  procured  a  license  so  to  do, 
as  hereinafter  provided,  and  for  a  violation  of  any  of  the 
provisions  of  this  section,  shall  upon  conviction  thereof,  be 
fined  in  any  sum  not  exceeding  one  hundred  dollars. 

Section  16.  The  license  fees  to  be  paid  by  persons  de- 
siring to  run,  drive  or  operate  any  vehicle  as  provided  in 
section  fifteen  of  this  ordinance  shall  be  as  follows : 

(a)  For  a  buggy,  carria  ge,  surrey,  hack,  omnibus  or 
other  vehicle  propelled  bv  muscular  power,  for  each  sepa- 
rate vehicle  carrying  six  passengers  or  less,  one  and  one- 
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half  dollars  per  day,  four  dollars  per  week,  five  dollars  per 
month,  eight  dollars  per  year. 

(a)  For  a  buggy,  carriage,  surrey,  hack,  omnibus  or 
other  vehicle  propelled  by  muscular  power,  for  each  separate 
vehicle  carrying  more  than  six  passengers,  two  dollars  per 
day,  six  dollars  per  week,  eight  dollars  per  month,  ten  dollars 
per  year. 

(c)  For  any  automobile,  locomotive,  motor  carriage  or 
any  other  vehicle  propelled  by  any  power  other  than  muscu- 
lar power,  carrying  six  passengers  or  less,  for  each  separate 
vehicle,  five  dollars  per  day,  twelve  and  one-half  dollars 
per  week,  twenty-five  dollars  per  month,  fifty  dollars  per 
year. 

(d)  For  any  automobile,  locomotive,  motor  carriage 
or  any  other  vehicle  propelled  by  any  power  other  than 
muscular  power,  carrying  more  than  six  passengers,  for  each 
separate  vehicle  twenty  dollars  per  day. 

Section  17.  All  licenses  issued  under  this  ordinance 
or  any  subsequent  ordinance  of  the  City  of  Angola,  relating 
to  or  providing  for  the  issuing  of  licenses,  shall  only  be 
granted  upon  the  terms  and  in  the  manner  as  herein  pro- 
vided. Any  person  desiring  a  license  shall  pay  to  the  City 
Treasurer  the  fee  required  therefor,  taking  his  receipt  for 
the  amount  so  paid,  which  receipt  shall  be  presented  to  the 
City  Clerk,  whose  duty  it  will  be  to  issue  to  said  applicant  a 
license.  All  licenses  issued,  shall  be  made  out  by  the  City 
Clerk  upon  a  special  license  blank  furnished  by  the  city  for 
that  purpose,  and  shall  distinctly  state  the  kind  of  employ- 
ment, occupation  or  privilege  licensed,  stating  the  length  of 
time  said  license  is  to  run  and  the  amount  paid  therefor.  All 
licenses  shall  be  signed  by  the  Mayor  and  countersigned  by 
the  clerk  under  the  corporate  seal  of  said  city.  Licenses 
shall  only  be  issued  to  such  person  or  persons  as  shall  strict- 
ly comply  with  the  various  ordinances  of  said  city  relating 
thereto. 

Section  18.  All  licenses  granted  under  the  provisions 
of  this  ordinance  shall  be  numbered  as  issued,  and  a  record 
thereof  made  by  the  clerk  in  a  book  kept  for  that  purpose. 

Section  19.  No  license  granted  or  issued  under  the 
provisions  of  this  ordinance  shall  be  for  a  longer  period  than 
one  year  at  one  time,  and  shall  not  be  transferable.  No 
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person  other  than  the  person  named  in  the  license  shall  be 
permitted  to  use  the  same,  nor  shall  any  license  protect  any 
person  from  incuring  the  penalties  prescribed  in  this  or- 
dinance except  the  licensee  named  in  each  license.  When 
requested  so  to  do,  each  licensee  shall,  at  any  time,  produce 
his  license  for  the  inspection  of  the  marshal  or  his  deputies. 

Section  20.  Upon  failure  on  the  part  of  a  licensee  to 
conform  to  the  terms  of  his  license  or  the  provision  of  this 
ordinance,  or,  if  for  any  reason  such  licensee  shall  be  found 
by  the  Mayor,  Common  Council  or  Marshal,  to  be  an  unfit 
person  to  exercise  the  privileges  of  such  license,  the  same 
shall  be  subject  to  be  revoked  and  the  fee  paid  therefor 
forfeited. 

Section  21.  Special  licenses  for  the  sale  of  intoxicat- 
ing liquors,  shall  be  issued  in  accordance  with  the  provisions 
of  the  ordinances  and  regulations  governing  such  privileges 
and  employments,  and  such  ordinances  are  hereby  continued 
in  force  for  the  purposes  therein  set  forth. 

Section  22.  The  term  "person"  in  this  ordinance,  shall 
be  construed  to  mean  any  person,  firm,  partnership  or  cor- 
poration engaged  in  such  business  or  calling,  and  no  license 
shall  be  given  for  more  than  one  person,  unless  such  per- 
sons shall  be  co-partners  doing  business  as  aforesaid. 

Section  23.  All  ordinances  and  parts  of  ordinances  in 
conflict  herewith  are  hereby  repealed. 

Section  24.  This  ordinance  shall  be  in  full  force  and 
effect,  from  the  date  of  its  passage  by  the  Common  Council, 
signing  and  approval  by  the  Mayor,  and  legal  publication.

An  ordinance  fixing  the  tax  levy  for  the  City  of  Angola, 
Steben  County,  Indiana,  for  the  current  year  1906.

Sinking  fund  on  W.  W.  bonds,  3  cents  on  each  $100.00; 
for  electric  lights,  20  cents  on  each  $100.00;  for  water 

works,  7  cents  on  each  $100.00 ;  on  each  taxable  poll,  

cents. 

Section  2.  The  clerk  of  said  City  of  Angola  is  hereby 
authorized  and  directed  to  prepare  and  file  with  the  auditor 
of  Steuben  County,  Indiana,  a  certified  copy  of  this  ordin- 
ance, for  the  purpose  of  entering  such  taxes  on  the  tax  dup- 
licate of  said  county  against  all  property  and  polls  sub- 
ject to  taxation  within  the  corporate  limits  of  said  city,  to 
be  by  the  treasurer  of  said  county  collected  as  other  county 
and  state  taxes  are  collected.

ORDINANCE  NO.  15. 


An  ordinance  for  the  protection  of  the  public  streets, 
alleys,  highways,  public  square,  tile  drains  and  sewers  of  the 
City  of  Angola, 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  and  ordained  by  the  Com- 
mon Council  of  the  City  of  Angola,  Indiana:  That  it  shall 
be  and  it  is  hereby  made  unlawful  for  any  person  or  persons 
to  die  or  in  any  manner  excavate  any  ditch,  dram,  trench, 
channel  or  hole,  in,  across,  or  along  any  of  the  public  streets, 
highways  or  public  square  of  the  city  of  Angola  for  the 
purpose  of  laying  anv  water  pipe,  tile  dram,  sewer  or  for 
any  other  purpose,  or  cause  the  same  to  be  done  without 
first  having  obtained  a  written  permit  so  to  do,  duly  signed 
by  the  Mayor  of  said  city.  Any  person  violating  any  of  the 
provisions  of  this  section  shall  be  fined  as  hereinafter  pro- 
vided. 

Sectiok  2.  It  shall  be  and  it  is  hereby  made  unlawful 
for  any  person  or  persons  to  dig  or  in  any  manner  construct 
any  ditch,  drain,  trench,  channel  or  hole  of  any  kind  or  de- 
scription in  anv  of  the  public  streets,  alleys,  highways  or 
public  square  of  the  City  of  Angola,  or  cause  the  same  to 
be  done  without  restoring  such  street,  alley,  highway  or  pub- 
lic square  to  its  former  level  and  condition  upon  completion 
of  said  work  or  upon  notice  from  the  city  so  to  do,  by  filling 
up  such  ditch,  drain,  trench,  channel,  hole  or  excavation 
with  dirt  and  gravel,  and  by  thoroughly  tamping,  pounding 
and  packing  such  dirt  and  gravel  into  such  ditch,  drain, 
trench,  channel,  hole  or  excavation,  sufficiently  hard  and 
solid  so  that  the  same  will  not  thereafter  settle  and  sag,  or 
cause  a  depression  in  such  public  street,  alley,  highway  or 
public  square  where  situate  and  in  such  manner  that  there 
will  be  no  elevation  where  the  same  is  situate.  Any  person 
violating  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  section  shall  be  fined 
as  hereinafter  provided. 

Section  3.  It  shall  be  and  it  is  hereby  made  unlawful 
for  any  person  or  persons  while  constructing  any  ditch, 
drain,  trench,  channel,  hole  or  excavation  of  any  kind  or 
nature  whatever,  within  the  City  of  Angola,  to  remove,  dis- 
connect or  in  any  manner  obstruct  any  tile,  drain  or  sewer 
already  constructed  or  any  part  thereof  or  tile  therein,  with- 
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out  replacing  the  tile  or  part  thereof  so  removed  from  said 
tile  drain  or  sewer,  and  removing  said  obstruction  so  that 
said  tile  drain  or  sewer  shall  be  restored  to  its  former  condi- 
tion and  state  of  usefulness.  Any  person  violating  any  of 
the  provisions  of  this  section,  shall  be  fined  as  hereinafter 
provided. 

Section  4.  .  Any  person  or  persons  while  constructing 
any  ditch,  drain,  trench,  channel,  hole  or  excavation  of  any 
kind  or  nature  whatever  within  or  along  any  of  the  public 
streets,  alleys,  highways,  or  public  square  of  the  City  of  An- 
gola, shall  at  all  times  during  the  progress  of  said  work  keep 
the  same  guarded1  and  barricaded  so  as  to  notify  all  persons 
of  any  existing  danger  and  to  prevent  any  damage  or  injury 
from  occuring  thereby.  Any  person  violating  any  of  the 
provisions  of  this  section  shall  be  fined  as  hereinafter  pro- 
vided. 

Section  5.  Any  person  desiring  to  dig  any  ditch, 
drain,  trench,  channel,  hole,  or  other  excavation  in  or  along 
any  of  the  public  streets,  alleys,  highways  or  public  square 
of  the  City  of  Angola,  shall  first  procure  a  written  permit 
so  to  do  from  the  M^ayor  of  said  city.  Any  person  may' ob- 
tain such  permit  by  presenting  to  said  Mayor  his  petition  in 
writing,  describing  the  particular  location  of  said  ditch, 
drain,  trench,  channel,  hole  or  other  excavation,  and  the  pur- 
pose for  which  he  desires  to  construct  the  same,  the  time 
within  which  such  work  will  be  completed,  and  specifically 
agreeing  in  said  application,  that  he  will  comply  with  all  the 
provisions  and  conditions  of  this  ordinance  and  that  he  will 
so  complete  such  work  as  to  permanently  restore  the  public 
streets,  alleys,  highways  and  public  square  where  said  work 
is  located  to  its  former  level  and  condition,  and  that  he  will 
save  the  City  of  Angola  harmless  from  any  damage  that 
may  result  to  any  person  or  persons  by  the  construction  of 
said  work,  and  the  Mayor  shall  consider  said  petition  ,and  if 
the  work  therein  set  forth  be  of  such  a  nature  that  the 
prayer  of  said  petition  should  be  granted,  the  Mayor  shall 
sign  and  issue  to  such  petitioner  a  written  permit  to  con- 
struct said  work. 

Section  6.  Any  person  violating  any  of  the  provisions 
of  th:s  ordinance,  shall,  upon  conviction  thereof,  be  fined  in 

any  sum  not  exceeding  twenty-five  dollars, 
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Section  7.  All  ordinances  and  parts  of  ordinances  in 
conflict  herewith  are  hereby  repealed. 

Section  8.  This  ordinance  shall  be  in  full  force  and  ef- 
fect after  its  passage  by  the  Common  Council,  approval 
and  signing  by  the  Mayor,  and  publication.

ORDINANCE  NO.  16. 

An  ordinance  providing  for  the  trimming  of  shade  trees. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  and  ordained  by  the  Com- 
mon Council  of  the  City  of  Angola,  Indiana:  That  it  shall 
be,  and  it  is  hereby  made  the  duty  of  the  owners  and  occu- 
pants of  all  lots  or  parcels  of  land  within  the  City  of  Angola, 
having  fruit  trees,  shade  trees,  ornamental  trees  or  shrubs 
in  front  of,  at  the  side  or  adjacent  to  any  such  lot  or  parcels 
of  land,  to  keep  the  limbs  and  branches  of  such  trees  and 
shrubs  as  may  over  hang  the  sidewalk  along  any  street  or 
alley  neatly  trimmed  to  a  height  of  not  less  than  nine  feet 
from  such  sidewalk ;  and  if  the  owner  or  occupant  of  any 
such  lot  or  parcel  of  land  shall  fail  or  refuse  to  so  trim  any 
such  trees  or  shrubs  within  twenty-four  hours  after  notice 
shall  have  been  served  upon  him  so  to  do  by  said  City  of 
Angola,  then  the  City  Marshal  or  any  other  person  duly 
authorized  by  the  Common  Council  of  said  city,  shall  have 
the  right  to  enter  upon  said  lot  or  parcel  of  land  and  trim 
such  trees  or  shrubs  in  accordance  with  the  requirements 
of  this  ordinance. 

Section  2.  This  ordinance  shall  be  in  force  and  effect 
from  the  date  of  its  passage  by  the  Common  Council,  ap- 
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proval  and  signing  by  the  Mayor,  and  publication  accord- 
ing to  law.

ORDINANCE  NO.  17. 

An  ordinance  requiring  railroad  companies  to  keep  flag- 
man at  street  crossings,  to  erect  and  maintain  lights  at  the 
same  and  providing  for  the  safety  and  protection  of  the 
public. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  and  ordained  by  the  Com- 
mon Council  of  the  City  of  Angola,  Indiana :  That  it  shall 
•be  unlawful  for  any  railroad  company,  employee  of  any  rail- 
road company  or  any  person,  to  run  any  train  of  cars,  car  or 
locomotive  over  any  street  crossing  in  said  city  at  a  greater 
rate  of  speed  than  six  miles  an  hour  between  the  hours  of  six 
o'clock  a.  m.  and  eight  o'clock  p.  m.  unless  there  is  sta- 
tioned at  said  crossing  a  flagman  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to 
warn  the  public  of  the  approach  of  any  train  of  cars,  car  or 
locomotive ;  or  unless  there  are  safety  gates  constructed  and 
maintained  at  such  street  crossing. 

Section  2.  Every  railroad  company,  the  employe  of 
any  railroad  company  or  any  person  running  a  locomotive  or 
a  locomotive  and  cars  upon  any  railroad  track  within  the 
corporate  limits  of  the  City  of  Angola,  shall,  if  coming  into 
said  city,  on  approaching  the  corporate  limits  thereof,  ring 
the  bell  attached  to  the  locomotive,  and  continue  ringing  the 
same  until  such  locomotive  and  cars  arrive  at  the  point  of 
destination  and  come  to  a  standstill,  and  when  going  out  of 
said  city,  shall  ring  the  bell  from  the  instant  of  departure 
until  past  the  city  limits  of  said  city,  and  when  running  any 
locomotive  and  car  or  cars,  from  one  point  to  another  in 
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said  city,  shall  ring  said  bell  during  the  whole  time  such 
locomotive  or  locomotive  and  cars,  is  or  are  in  motion. 

Section  3.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  railroad  com- 
pany, the  employe  of  any  railroad  company,  or  any  person  to 
leave  any  train  of  cars,  car  or  locomotive  standing  in  or  on 
any  street  or  alley  crossing  within  the  corporate  limits  of 
said  city,  so  as  to  endanger,  hinder  or  delay  the  free  and 
unobstructed  passage  of  teams  and  persons,  for  a  longer 
period  than  five  minutes  at  any  one  time. 

Section  4.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  railroad  com- 
pany, employe  of  any  railroad  company  or  any  person  to  run 
any  locomotive  and  car  or  cars,  on  any  railroad  track  in  said 
city,  when  such  running  of  such  locomotive,  or  locomotive 
and 'car  or  cars,  shall  interfere  with  the  free  passage  of  any 
funeral  procession  crossing  any  railroad  track  or  when  any 
funeral  procession  may  be  so  near  said  track  that  such  run-- 
ning  of  said  locomotive,  or  locomotive  and  car  or  cars,  shall 
delay  any  funeral  procession  from  crossing  any  railroad 
track  in  said  city. 

Section  5.  It  shall  be  and  is  hereby  made  the  duty  of 
every  railroad  company,  running  any  train  of  cars,  car  or 
locomotive  upon  any  railroad  track  or  tracks  within  the  cor- 
porate limits  of  the  City  of  Angola,  during  the  night  time, 
where  any  of  said  tracks  cross  Park  avenue,  West  Maumee 
street,  or  Broad  street,  to  erect  and  maintain  a  street  light 
at  each  of  said  crossings,  and  shall  cause  the  same  to  be 
lit  at  night  during  the  passage  of  every  train  of  cars,  car 
or  locomotive,  for  not  less  than  thirty  minutes  prior  thereto. 

Provided,  that  such  railroad  company  shall  not  be  re- 
quired to  erect  or  maintain  any  different  kind  of  light  at  such 
crossing  from  those  maintained  by  said  city  at  other  street 
crossings. 

Section  6.  Any  railroad  company,  employe  of  any 
railroad  company  or  other  person,  violating  any  of  the  fore- 
going provisions  of  this  ordinance,  shall,  upon  conviction 
thereof,  be  fined  in  any  sum  not  exceeding  fifty  dollars. 

Section  7.  The  term  "railroad"  as  used  in  this  ordin- 
ance shall  not  be  construed  to  include  interurban  or  street 
car  roads. 

Section  8.  This  ordinance  shall  be  in  force  and  effect 
from  and  after  the  date  of  its  passage  by  the  Common 
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Council,  approval  and  signing  by  the  Mayor  and  publication 
according  to  law.

ORDINANCE  NO.  18. 

An  ordinance  fixing  the  time  when  children  under  the 
age  of  fifteen  years  must  be  off  the  street  and  providing 
a  penalty  for  the  violation  thereof. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  and  ordained  by  the  Com- 
mon Council  of  the  City  of  Angola,  Indiana  :  That  no  per- 
son under  the  age  of  fifteen  years,  shall  be  or  remain  on  any 
•of  the  public  places,  streets'  or  alleys  of  said  city  at  night 
time  after  eight  o'clock,  from  October  first  to  April  first, 
and  after  nine  o'clock  from  April  first  to  October  first,  un- 
less such  person  is  accompanied  by  a  parent,  guardian  or 
other  adult  person  having  legal  custody  and  control  of  such 
person  under  fifteen  years  of  age ;  or  unless  the  latter  shall 
be  in  the  performance  of  some  duty  under  the  direction  of 
the  parent  or  guardian,  or  is  in  some  employment  which 
makes  it  necessary  for  him  or  her  to  be  on  the  street  after 
the  hour  herein  prohibited. 

Section  2.  Xo  parent,  guardian  or  other  person  hav- 
ing legal  control  of  any  person  under  fifteen  years  of  age, 
shall  permit  such  person  to  violate  section  one  of  this  ordi- 
nance. 

Section  3.  The  Marshal  and  each  of  his  deputies  are 
hereby  authorized  to  arrest,  without  warrant,  any  person 
wilfully  violating  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance, 
and  detain  such  person  for  a  reasonable  time  in  which  com- 
plaint can  be  made  and  a  warrant  issued  and  served. 

Provided,  however,  that  no  person  under  the  age  of 
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fifteen  years  arrested  shall  be  placed  in  confinement  until  the 
parent,  guardian  or  legal  custodian's  wishes  shall  have  been 
ascertained. 

Section  4.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Mayor  to  exer- 
cise sound  discretion  with  some  degree  of  liberality  toward 
the  accused.  If,  however,  a  second  or  subsequent  offense  is 
committed,  then  he  shall  enforce  this  ordinance. 

Section  5.  Any  person  violating  any  of  the  provisions 
of  this  ordinance,  shall,  upon  conviction  thereof,  be  fined 
in  any  sum  not  exceeding  five  dollars. 

Section  6.  This  ordinance  shall  be  in  full  force  and 
effect  from  the  date  of  its  passage  by  the  Common  Council, 
approval  and  signing  by  the  Mayor  and  publication  accord- 
ing to  law.

ORDINANCE  NO.  19. 

An  ordinance  fixing  the  salary  to  be  paid  the  different 
officials  of  the  City  of  Angola,  Indiana. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  and  ordained  by\  the  Com- 
mon Council  of  the  City  of  Angola,  Indiana:  That  the  sal- 
ary and  compensation  of  the  various  city  officials  be  and  is 
hereby  fixed  at  amounts  as  follows,  to-wit : 

Mayor,  one  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  per  year;  City 
Councilman,  one  hundred  dollars  per  year;  City  Clerk, 
twenty  dollars  per  month ;  City  Treasurer,  seventy-five  dol- 
lars per  year;  City  Attorney,  one  hundred  and  fifty  dollars 
per  year;  Secretary  of  Board  of  Health,  sixty  dollars  per 
year ;  all  members  of  Board  of  Health,  except  the  Secretary, 
twelve  dollars  per  year;  City  Marshal,  forty  dollars  per 
month ;  City  Weighmaster,  twenty  dollars  per  month. 
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Section  2.  All  salaries  as  provided  for  in  section  one 
of  this  ordinance,  except  the  salary  of  the  City  Clerk,  Weigh" 
master  and  Marshal,  shall  be  due  and  payable  in  quarterly 
installments  on  the  first  day  of  January,  April,  July  and 
October.  The  City  Clerk,  Weighmaster  and  City  Marshal's 
salary  shall  be  due  and  payable  in  monthly  installments  upon 
the  first  day  of  each  month.

An  ordinance  relating  to  minors  being  or  remaining  in 
any  room,  hall,  rink  or  building  wherein  any  tables,  ma- 
chines, devices  or  places  for  sports  or  games  are  kept  for 
hire  or  pay,  and  regulating  the  time  the  same  shall  be  used. 

Section.  1.  Be  it  enacted  and  ordained  by  the  Com- 
mon Council  of  the  City  of  Angola,  Indiana  :  That  it  shall 
be,  and  it  is  hereby  made  unlawful  for  any  person  or  per- 
sons having  the  care,  custody,  management  or  control, 
whether  as  owner,  agent,  tenant,  lessee  or  bailee  of  any 
billiard  table,  pool  table,  nine  pin  alleys,  ten  pin  alley,  bowl- 
ing alley,  bowling  table,  bagatelle  table,  pigeon  hole  table  or 
other  device  or  apparatus  for  sports  or  games,  kept,  exhi- 
bited, used,  operated  or  maintained  for  hire  or  pay,  in  any 
hall,  building,  room  or  rink,  within  the  City  of  Angola,  to 
allow,  suffer  or  permit  any  minor  or  person  under  twenty- 
one  years  of  age  to  visit,  or  be  in,  or  remain  in  such  hall, 
building,  room  or  rink ;  and  any  person  or  persons  being  the 
owner  or  owners,  tenant,  lessee  or  bailee,  or  having  the  care, 
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custody,  management  or  control  of  any  such  billiard  table, 
pool  table,  nine  pin  alley,  ten  pin  alley,  bowling  alley,  bowl- 
ing table,  bagatelle  table,  pigeon  hole  table  or  any  other 
device  or  apparatus  for  sports  or  games,  kept  for  hire  or  pay 
in  any  hall,  building,  room  or  rink,  who  shall  allow,  suffer 
or  permit  any  minor  or  person  under  twenty-one  years  of 
age  to  visit,  be  in  or  remain  in  such  hall,  building,  room  or 
rink,  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  an  unlawful  act,  and  of  violat- 
ing this  ordinance,  and  upon  conviction  thereof,  shall  be 
fined  in  any  sum  not  more  than  five  dollars  for  each  offense. 

Section  2.  It  is  hereby  made  the  duty  of  every  person 
who  shall  have  the  care,  custody,  management  or  control, 
whether  as  owner,  agent,  lessee  or  bailee  of  any  billiard 
table,  pool  table,  nine  pin  alley,  ten  pin  alley,  bowling  alley, 
bowling  table,  bagatelle  table,  pigeon  hole  table  or  any  other 
device  or  apparatus  for  sports  or  games  kept,  exhibited,  used, 
operated  or  maintained  for  hire  or  pay  in  any  hall,  building, 
room  or  rink  within  the  City  of  Angola,  to  close  such  hall 
building,  room  or  rink  at  the  hour  of  eleven  o'clock  in  the 
evening  of  each  day,  and  keep  the  same  closed  until  five 
o'clock  in  the  morning  of  the  following  day,  of  each  day  in 
the  year,  and  during  such  time  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any 
person  whether  as  owner,  tenant,  lessee,  bailee  or  agent,  to 
allow,  suffer  or  permit  any  game  or  games  to  be  played  at 
or  upon  any  of  said  tables,  or  to  allow,  suffer  or  permit  any 
balls  to  be  rolled  or  used  upon  any  of  said  tables,  alleys,  ap- 
paratus or  devices  during  said  time.  Any  person  violating 
any  of  the  provisions  of  this  section  of  this  ordinance,  shall 
upon  conviction  thereof,  be  fined  in  any  sum  not  exceeding 
five  dollars  for  each  offense. 

Section  3.  This  ordinance  shall  be  in  force  and  effect 
from  and  after  the  date  of  its  passage  by  the  Common  Coun- 
cil, approval  and  signing  by  the  Mayor  and  publication  ac- 
cording to  law.

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ORDINANCE  NO.  21. 

An  ordinance  fixing  the  limits  within  the  City  of  An- 
gola, Indiana. 

Section  1  Be  it  enacted  and  ordained  by  the  Common 
Council  of  the  City  of  Angola,  Indiana:  That  the  following 
fire  limits  be  and  are  hereby  established  within  the  corporate 
limits  of  said  City,  to-wit:  Commencing  at  the  intersection 
of  the  south  and  west  boundary  lines  of  Gilmore  and  Martha 
streets  running  thence  south  along  the  west  line  of  Martha 
street  to  a  point  where  said  line  intersects  the  north  bound- 
ary line  of  Gale  street,  running  thence  west  along  the  north 
line  of  Gale  street  to  a  point  where  said  line  intersects  the 
east  boundary  line  of  West  street,  running  thence  north 
alono-  the  east  line  of  West  street  to  a  point  where  said  line 
intersects  the  south  boundary  line  of  Gilmore  street,,  running 
thence  east  to  the  point  of  beginning.  And  it  shall  be  un- 
lawful for  any  person  or  persons  to  erect  any  building  or 
addition  to  any  building,  unless  the  outer  walls  thereof  are 
made  and  constructed  of  iron,  stone,  artificial  stone,  con- 
crete cement  blocks,  brick  and  mortar,  or  some  other  non- 
combustible  material,  and  the  roof  thereof  be  made  and  con- 
structed of  some  non-combustible  material,  within  said  ter- 
ritory and  limits  above  set  out  and  described. 

Section  2.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  or  per- 
sons to  remove  any  frame,  wooden  or  other  building,  the 
outer  walls  and  roof  of  which  are  not  made  and  constructed 
of  some  non-combustible  material,  from  any  point  without 
said  fire  limits  to  anv  point  within  said  fire  limits,  or  from 
any  point  within  said  fire  limits  to  any  other  point  within  said 
fire  limits.  Provided,  that  any  person  or  persons  who  shall 
desire  to  remove  any  such  building  from  one  point  within 
said  fire  limits  to  some  other  point  within  said  fire. limits 
may  do  so,  if  upon  a  written  petition  filed  bv  him  with  the 
Common  Council,  such  permission  is  granted  by  a  majority 
vote  of  said  Council. 

Section  3.  Any  person  or  persons  who  shall  violate 
any  of  the  provisions  of  sections  one  or  two  of  this  ordi- 
nance, shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  an  unlawful  act  and  of 
maintaining  a  public  nuisance,  and  upon  conviction  thereof 
shall  be  fined  in  any  sum  not  exceeding  twenty-five  dollars 
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for  each  and  every  offense,  and  each  and  every  day  of  such 
violation  of  any  of  the  provisions  of  said  sections  of  this 
ordinance  shall  be  taken  and  deemed  to  be  a  separate  offense. 

Section  4.  All  ordinances  and  parts  of  ordinances  in 
conflict  herewith  are  hereby  repealed. 

Section  5.  This  ordinance  shall  be  in  force  and  effect 
from1,  the  date  of  its  passage  by  the  Common  Council,  ap- 
proval and  signing  by  the  Mayor,  and  lawful  publication.

ORDINANCE  NO.  22. 

An  ordinance  to  better  protect  buildings  and  other  prop- 
erty from  destruction  by  fire,  to  facilitate  the  labors  of  fire- 
men at  fires,  to  regulate  the  conduct  and  action  of  bystand- 
ers zuhile  at  fires,  and  providing  a  penalty. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  and  ordained  by  the  Common 
Council  of  the  City  of  Angola,  Indiana:  That  from  and 
after  the  enacting  of  this  ordinance,  all  persons  not  belong- 
ing to  or  members  of  the  Angola  Fire  Department  of  said 
City,  or  acting  under  the  orders,  control  and  direction  of  the 
proper  officers  of  said  Fire  Department,  who  may  be  in  at- 
tendance at  any  fire  of  any  building,  structure  or  other  prop- 
erty within  the  limits  of  said  incorporated  city,  where  said 
Fire  Department  or  any  of  its  members  shall  be  present,  shall 
not  approach  nearer  to  said  fire  or  burning  building  or 
property  than  fifty  feet,  without  the  permission  or  direction 
of  the  proper  officer  of  said  Fire  Department  present  at 
such  fire.  And  all  persons  not  employed  as  firemen  or  acting 
under  the  direction  of  the  proper  officer  of  said  Fire  De- 
partment as  aforesaid,  shall,  while  attending  such  fire  as 
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above  stated,  keep  out  of  the  way  and  not  interfere  with  or 
obstruct  the  free  operation  of  any  such  firemen  or  fire  ap- 
paratus, and  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to  drive 
over  or  across  any  fire  hose  belonging  to  said  Fire  Depart- 
ment, while  the  same  is  in  use  at  any  fire. 

Section  2.  Any  person  violating  any  of  the  provisions 
of  section  one  of  this  ordinance  shall,  upon  conviction  there- 
of, be  fined  in  any  sum  not  exceeding  ten  dollars  for  each 
offense.  • 

Section  3.  This  ordinance,  shall  be  in  force  and  effect 
from  and  after  its  passage  by  the  Common  Council,  approval 
and  signing  by  the  Mayor  and  publication  according  to  law.

ORDINANCE  NO.  23. 

An  ordinance  providing  for  the  painting  and  protection 
of  telephone,  electric  light,  telegraph  and  trolley  poles  and 
for  the  protection  of  the  public  within  the  City  of  Angola, 
Indiana,  and  providing  a  penalty. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  and  ordained  by  the  Common 
Council  of  the  City  of  Angola,  Indiana :  That  all  telephone, 
electric  light,  telegraph  and  trolley  poles,  heretofore  or 
hereafter  erected  in  anv  of  the  public  streets,  alleys,  high- 
ways or  public  square  of  the  City  of  Angola,  shall  be  neatly 
painted  from:  the  ground  up  to  the  top  by  the  person,  per- 
sons or  corporations  owning,  maintaining  or  erecting  the 
same.  Each  of  said  poles  shall  be  painted  with  black  paint 
for  the  first  eight  feet  from  the  ground  up,  and  the  remain- 
der of  each  pole  to  the  top  shall  be  painted  with  white  paint. 

Sec.  2.  All  telephone,  electric  light  and  telegraph  poles 
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hereafter  erected  in  any  of  the  public  streets,  alleys,  high- 
ways or  public  square  of  the  City  of  Angola,  shall  be  of 
first-class  live  cedar,  and  shall  be  of  the  following  dimen- 
sions: poles  twenty-five  feet  long  or  under  shall  be  of  not 
less  than  five  inches  in  diameter  at  the  top;  all  poles  from 
twenty-five  to  forty  feet  in  length  shall  be  not  less  than  six 
inches  in  diameter  at  the  top ;  all  poles  over  forty  feet  in 
length  shall  be  not  less  than  seven  inches  in  diameter  at  the 
top. 

All  telephone,  electric  light  and  telegraph  poles  here- 
after set  or  erected  in  any  of  the  public  streets,  alleys,  high- 
ways or  public  square  of  the  City  of  Angola  shall  be  set  or 
erected  as  follows :  all  poles  of  thirty-five  feet  and  under  in 
length  shall  be  set  in  the  ground  not  less  than  five  feet ;  all 
poles  from  thirty-five  feet  to  forty-five  feet  in  length  shall 
be  set  in  the  ground  not  less  than  five  and  one-half  feet; 
all  poles  over  forty-five  feet  in  length  shall  be  set  in  the 
ground  not  less  than  six  feet,  and  all  of  such  poles  so  set 
shall  be  well  tamped  and  guyed.  All  cross-arms  and  other 
fixtures  on  said  poles  shall  be  securely  fastened  and  attached- 
All  wires  strung  on  any  of  said  poles  shall  be  secured  by 
the  most  approved  method  and  shall  be  properly  insulated. 

Sec.  3.  If  the  person,  persons  or  corporations  owning 
the  telephone,  electric  light,  telegraph  or  trolley  poles  now 
occupying  the  public  streets,  alleys,  highways  or  public 
square  of  the  City  of  Angola,  Indiana,  shall  fail,  neglect  or 
refuse  to  erect,  maintain  and  paint  such  poles  and  each  of 
them  so  belonging  to  such  person,  persons  or  corporations 
in  the  manner  prescribed  in  sections  one  and  two  of  this  or- 
dinance, or  if  such  person,  persons  or  corporation  shall  fail, 
neglect  or  refuse  to  so  paint,  set  and  maintain  any  of  such 
poles  hereafter  erected  as  provided  by  said  sections  of  this 
ordinance,  then  such  person,  persons  or  corporation  so  of- 
fending, shall  forfeit  all  rights  to  occupy  the  public  streets, 
alleys,  highways  and  public  square  of  said  city  with  their 
said  poles,  and  the  officers  of  said  city  may  immediately  take 
down  and  remove  said  poles  and  each  of  them,  from  the 
public  streets,  alleys,  highways  and  public  square  of  said 
city. 

Section  4.  It  is  expressly  intended  by  this  ordinance 
to  secure  a  thorough,  neat  and  uniform  painting  of  all  tele- 
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phone,  electric  light,  telegraph  and  trolley  poles  that  are  now 
occupying  or  may  hereafter  be  erected  in  the  public  streets 
alleys  highways  or  public  square  of  the  City  of  Angola  and 
to  better  protect  the  public  from  accident  on  account  of  faul- 
ty and  bad  construction  in  the  erecting  and  maintaining  of 
such  poles.  And  it  is  further  expressly  intended  by  this  ordi- 
nance to  protect  such  poles  after  the  same  shall  have  been 
so  erected  and  painted,  to  the  end  that  they  will  present  a 
neat  and  sightly  appearance  and  be  safe,  and  to  further  that 
end,  the  owners  of  any  poles  now  or  hereafter  erected  m 
said  city,  shall  keep  the  same  neatly  painted  and  shall  at  all 
times  keep  the  same  in  a  safe  and  secure  condition.  Any 
person,  persons  or  corporation  violating  any  of  the  provi- 
sions of  this  section  of  this  ordinance  shall'  be  fined  in  any 
sum  not  exceeding  ten  dollars  for  each  offense. 

Section  5.  This  ordinance  shall  be  in  force  and  effect 
from  and  after  its  passage  by  the  Common  Council,  approval 
and  signing  by  the  Mayor,  and  publication  according  to  law.

ORDINANCE  NO.  24. 

An  ordinance  for  the  protection  of  the  water  mains, 
distributing  pipes  and  iire  hydrants  of  the  Angola  Water 
Works  System  of  the  City  of  Angola,  Indiana, 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  and  ordained  by  the  Common 
Council  of  the  City  of  Angola,  Indiana:  That  it  shall  be 
unlawful  for  anv  person  or  persons  (except  the  tapper  duly 
authorized  and  employed  by  the  Common  Council  of  the 
City  of  Angola),  to  tap  the  water  mains  and  distributing 
pipes  of  the  Angola  Water  Works  System  in  any  manner 
whatever,  or  to  insert  ferules,  tubes,  pipes  or  stop-cocks 
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therein  or  cause  the  same  to  be  done,  and  any  person  who 
shall  directly  in  person  or  indirectly  through,  his  agents, 
employees  or  workmen,  tap  any  of  the  water  mains  or  dis- 
tributing pipes  of  the  Angola  Water  Works  System  or  in- 
sert ferrules,  tubes,  pipes",  or '  stop-cocks  therein,  shall  be 
deemed  guilty  of  an  unlawful  act  and  of  violating  this  sec- 
tion of  this  ordinance,  and  upon  conviction  thereof  shall  be 
fined  in  any  sum  not  exceeding  ten  dollars  for  each  offense. 

Section  2.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  or  per- 
sons to  open  any  of  the  fire  hydrants  of  the  Angola  Water 
Works  System  or  to  take  water  therefrom:  Any  person, 
violating  the  provisions  of  this  section  of  this  ordinance  shall 
be  deemed  guilty  of  an  unlawful  act  and  upon  conviction 
thereof  shall  be  fined  in  any  sum  not  exceeding  ten  dollars  for 
each  offense:  Provided,  that  this  section  shall  not  apply  to 
members  of  the  Fire  Department  in  the  line  of  their  duty  as 
firemen;  nor  to  persons  duly  authorized  to  do  so. 

Section  3.  This  ordinance  shall  be  in  full  force  and 
effect  from  the  date  of  its  passage  by  the  Common  Council, 
signing  and  approval  by  the  Mayor,  and  lawful  publication.

ORDINANCE  NO.  25. 

An  ordinance  providing  for  compensation  of  members 
of  the  Fire  Department. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  and  ordained  by  the  Common 
Council  of  the  City  of  Angola,  Indiana:  That  all  members 
of  the  Angola  Fire"  Department  of  said  City  shall  be  allowed 
one  dollar  and  fifty  cents  each,  for  attendance,  when  per- 
forming their  duties  as  firemen,  at  any  fire  occurring  in 
said  city,  when  it  is  necessary  for  said  Fire  Department  to 
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be  called  in  order  to  protect  property  from  destruction.  And 
after  the  accurrence  of  any  fire  in  said  city,  the  Captain 
or  Chief  of  said  Fire  Department  may  order  not  more  than 
two  members  of  said  Fire  Department  to  act  as  guard  or 
special  police,  and  such  guards  shall  be  entitled  to  receive 
twenty-five  cents  per  hour  for  the  time  necessarily  engaged 
in  such  duty. 

Section  2.  Before  any  member  of  said  Fire  Depart- 
ment shall  be  entitled  to  the  compensation  provided  for  in 
section  -one  of  this  ordinance,  the  Secretary  of  said  Fire  De- 
partment shall  make  out  a  verified  list  of  the  members  of 
said  Fire  Department,  who  were  in  actual  attendance  and 
doing  duty  at  such  fire,  who  shall  file  the  same  with  the  City 
Clerk  for  allowance  by  the  Common  Council.  When  such 
allowance  is  made  by  'the  Common  Council,  the  City  Clerk 
shall  draw  an  order  on  the  City  Treasurer  for  the  full 
amount  of  such  allowance  payable  to  the  Secretary  of  said 
Fire  Department,  to  be  by  him  distributed  to  the  members 
thereof  entitled  thereto. 

Section  3.  This  ordinance  shall  be  in  force  and  effect 
from  the  date  of  its  passage  by  the  Common  Council,  ap- 
proval and  signing  by  the  Mayor  and  lawful  publication.

ORDINANCE  NO.  27. 

An  ordinance  providing  for  the  impounding  and  sale 
of  animals  found  running  at  large  within  the  City  of  Angola, 
Indiana. 

Section  1.  Whenever  any  animal  shall  be  found  run- 
ning at  large  or  pasturing  upon  the  streets,  alleys,  commons 
or  uninclosed  grounds  of  the  City  of  Angola,  the  Marshal 
of  said  city  shall  take  up  and  impound  said  animal  in  the 
public  pound  of  the  City  of  Angola. 

Section  2.  The  Marshal,  immediately  upon  taking  up 
and  impounding  such  animal,  shall  give  written  notice  to  the 
owner  thereof,  if  known  to  him;  if  not,  he  shall  give 
notice  by  posting  up  in  five  public  places  in  said  city  a  no- 
tice, stating  therein  the  taking  up  and  impounding  of  said 
animal  with  a  general  description  of  the  same,  the  time 
when  it  was  taken  up  and  impounded  and  that  the  owner 
is  unknown  to  him. 

Section  3.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Marshal  to  at- 
tend to  and  provide  the  animal  with  food  and  water ;  and  if 
at  the  expiration  of  three  days  from  the  day  of  the  posting  of 
the  notices  as  in  the  preceding  section  provided,  no  person 
shall  appear  and  claim  and  prove  the  animal  so  taken  up  to 
be  his  property,  "the  Marshal  shall  immediately  advertise  the 
animal  for  sale  at  public  auction,  by  posting  up  in  five  public 
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places  in  said  city  a  notice  of  said  sale,  stating  therein  the 
time  and  place  of  sale,  a  general  description  of  the  animal 
to  be  sold,  and  that  the  same  was  taken  up  and  impounded 
as  an  animal  not  entitled  to  run  at  large ;  Provided,  that  the 
date  of  said  sale  shall  not  be  less  than  five  days  from  the 
date  of  the  posting  of  said  notices. 

Section  4.  If  at  any  time  before  the  sale  of  the  animal 
taken  up,  any  person  shall  appear  and  claim  the  animal  as 
his  property  and  prove  by  his  own  affidavit  or  the  affidavit 
of  another  person  that  the  animal  taken  up  belongs  to  him, 
and  shall  pay  the  Marshal  if  such  animal  be  a  horse,  hog, 
sheep  or  head  of  cattle,  fifty  cents  for  taking  up  and  im- 
pounding such  animal,  and  fifty  cents  per  day  for  each  day 
he  shall  have  kept  and  fed  the  said  animal;  or  if  the  animal 
taken  up  be  any  other  kind  of  an  animal  than  those  above 
mentioned,  twenty-five  cents  for  taking  up  and  impounding 
the  same  and  twenty-five  cents  per  day  for  each  day  he  shall 
have  kept  and  fed  said  animal,  such  person  shall  be  entitled 
to  the  custody  of  the  animal  so  taken  up  ;  and  it  shall  be  the 
duty  of  the  Marshal  to  immediately  deliver  the  animal  taken 
up  to  said  owner  at  the  public  pound  in  said  city. 

Section  5.    In  all  cases  where  any  animal  shall  be  tak- 
en up  and  impounded  under  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance 
if  the  owner  shall  not  appear  and  claim  and  prove  the  animal 
so  taken  up  to  be  his  property  as  in  this  ordinance  provided, 
previous  to  the  day  of  sale  specified  in  the  notice  of  sale, 
as  in  this  ordinance  provided,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
Marshal  to  proceed  to  sell  at  public  auction  the  animal  taken 
up  for  the  highest  price  bid  for  the  same ;  and  out  of  the 
sum  received  for  the  animal  so  sold  he  shall  first  deduct  the 
charges  as  in  this  ordinance  provided,  which  sum  shall  be 
paid  by  him  to  the  City  Treasurer,  who  shall  place  the  same 
in  the  Common  Fund  of  said  city,  and  the  balance  of  the 
money  received  from  the  sale  of  said  animal  shall  be  paid 
over  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  School  City  of  Angola  for  the 
use  of  the  Common  Schools  of  said  city,  and  shall  belong  to 
and  become  a  part  of  the  special  school  fund  of  said  city; 
Provided,  that  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Treasurer  of  said 
School  City,  to  retain  the  money  in  his  office  sixty  days 
after  receiving  the  same ;  and  if  any  person  shall  appear  and 
prove  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Secretary  and  Treasurer  of 
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said  School  City,  that  the  animal  from  the  sale  of  which 
the  money  was  derived  was  his  property,  said  Treasurer  shall 
on  the  order  of  such  Secretary  pay  the  amount  received  to 
such  person. 

Section  6.  This  ordinance  shall  be  in  force  and  effect 
from  and  after  the  date  of  its  passage  by  the  Common  Coun- 
cil, approval  and  signing  by  the  Mayor  and  publication  ac- 
cording to  law.

ORDINANCE  NO.  28. 

An  ordinance  providing  for  the  muzzling  of  dogs. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  and  ordained  by  the  Common 
Council  of  the  City  of  Angola,  Indiana:  That  it  shall  be 
unlawful  for  the  owner  or  master  of  any  dog,  male  or  fe- 
male, to  allow  the  same  to  run  at  large  in  said  city  during 
the  months  of  July,  August  and  September  of  each  year, 
unless  said  dog  be  securely  muzzled. 

Section  2.  Whenever  the  Mayor  of  said  city  during 
the  period  between  October  1st  and  July  1st,  of  each  year, 
shall  apprehend  that  there  is  danger  of  the  existence  or  the 
spread  of  hydrophobia  within  or  near  said  city,  he  shall  issue 
a  proclamation  ordering  and  requiring  all  persons  owning, 
possessing  or  harboring,  or  having  the  care  of  any  animal 
of  the  dog  kind  within  the  limits  of  said  city,  either  to  con- 
fine or  muzzle  such  animal  for  a  term  not  less  than  thirty 
nor  more  than  ninety  days  ensuing  the  date  of  such  procla- 
mation, and  upon  the  issuing  of  such  proclamation  it  shall 
be  the  duty  of  all  persons  owning,  possessing  or  harboring, 
or  having  the  care  of  any  animal  of  the  dog  kind  during  the 
term  mentioned  in  said  proclamation  to  confine  such  animal 
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securely  within  some  house  or  structure  or  to  some  substan- 
tial fastening  upon  his  or  her  premises,  so  as  to  prevent  such 
animal  from  biting  or  being  bitten  by  other  animals,  or  to 
cause  such  animaf  to  be  securely  and  effectually  muzzled 
and  no  muzzle  shall  be  deemed  sufficient  unless  it  be  of  such 
form  and  strength  and  so  attached  and  fastened  as  will  ef- 
fectually prevent  such  animal  from  biting.  During  the 
time  mentioned  in  such  proclamation  any  animal  of  he  dog 
kind  which  may  be  found  running  at  large  within  the  city 
without  being  muzzled,  is  hereby  declared  to  be  a  nuisance. 
Anv  person  violating  the  provisions  of  this  or  the  foregoing 
section  of  this  ordinance  shall,  upon  conviction,  be  fined  m 
any  sum  not  exceeding  ten  dollars  for  each  offense. 

Section  3.  Upon  the  issuing  of  any  proclamation  by 
the  Mayor  in  pursuance  of  the  foregoing  section,  or  during 
the  months  of  July,  August  and  September  of  each  year,  it 
.hall  be  the  duty  of  the  City  Marshal  to  kill  any  animaf  of 
the  dog  kind  found  running  at  large  withm  the  city,  during 
the  time  mentioned  in  such  proclamation,  or  during  _  the 
prohibited  months  named  in  Section  1,  unless  such  animal 
be  securely  muzzled  as  provided  in  Sections  1  and  I. 

Section  4  This  ordinance  shall  be  in  force  and  effect 
fronTthe  date  of  its  passage  by  the  Common  Council,  ap- 
proval and  signing  by  the  Mayor,  and  lawful  publication.

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ORDINANCE  NO.  29. 

An  ordinance  relating  to  the  public  health  within  the 
City  of  Angola,  Indiana. 

"  Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  and  ordained  by  the  Common 
Council  of  the  City  of  Angola,  Indiana:  That  all  the  laws 
rules,  regulations  and  requirements  of  the  State  Board  of 
Health  of  the  State  of  Indiana,  are  hereby  adopted  and 
promulgated  and  made  a  part  of  this  ordinance,  and  any 
violation  of  said  laws,  rules,  regulations  or  requirements,  is 
hereby  declared  to  be  a  violation  of  this  ordinance  and  will 
subject  the  offender  to  the  penalties  imposed  thereby. 

Section  2.  It  is  hereby  made  the  duty  of  the  Common 
Council  of  the  City  of  Angola,  together  with  the  Board  of 
Health  of  said  city,  to  protect  the  public  health  by  the  re- 
moval of  all  causes  of  disease  when  known,  and  in  all  cases 
to  take  prompt  action  to  arrest  the  spread  of  contagious 
and  infectious  diseases,  to  abate  and  remove  nuisances  dan- 
gerous to  the  public  health  and  to  perform  such  other  duties 
as  may  from  time  to  time  be  required  from  them  by  the 
State  Board  of  Health  pertaining  to  the  health  of  the  people. 

Section  3.  The  Board  of  Health  of  said  city  shall  ex- 
ercise special  supervision  over  the  location,  drainage,  water 
supply,  heating,  ventilation,  plumbing  and  disposal  of  excreta 
of  the'schools  in  their  jurisdiction,  and  where  any  hygienic 
faults  are  found,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  Board  of  Health, 
upon  complaint  being  entered,  to  immediately  notify  the 
proper  authorities  and  cause  all  such  faults  to  be  corrected. 

Sec.  4.  In  all  cases  where  an  exposure  of  smallpox  is 
threatened  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Board  of  Health  with- 
in the  jurisdiction  wherein  such  exposure  shall  have  oc- 
curred, or  the  danger  of  such  an  epidemic  ensuing,  to  quar- 
antine for  fourteen  days  such  person  or  persons  as  may  have 
been  exposed,  or  suspected  of  having  been  exposed,  to  small- 
pox, and  to  compel  a  vaccination  or  re-vaccination  of  all 
exposed  persons. 

All  vaccinations  must  be  made  with  non-humanized 
virus,  the  only  exception  to  this  rule  being,  that  in  the  event 
that  smallpox  is  prevalent  in  epidemic  form  and  the  Secre- 
tary of  the  Board  of  Health  should  certify  to  the  impossi- 
bility of  obtaining  such  virus  in  sufficient  quantity,  and  also 
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as  to  the  purity  of  the  humanized  virus  to  be  used  in  lieu  of 
the  'bovine  virus,  then  in  such  emergency  the  humanized 
virus  may  be  used. 

Sec  5.  The  Secretary  of  the  Board  of  Health  of  said 
city  shall  cause  to  be  made  at  least  once  each  year  and  re- 
port the  result  of  his  investigations  to  the  Common  Council 
of  said  city,  a  thorough  sanitary  survey  in  his  jurisdiction, 
for  the  purpose  of  ascertaining  the  existence  of  conditions 
detrimental  to  the  public  health,  including  in  such  inspection 
stagnant  ponds,  imperfect  drainage,  sewerage,  cess-pools,  and 
water  closets,  the  construction,  heating,  ventlation,  plumbing 
and  disposal  of  excreta  of  all  public  buildings,  prisons,  schools 
etc.,  and  such  nuisances  as  might  prove  dangerous  to  the 
public  health.  Whenever  any  hygienic  imperfections  are 
discovered,  proper  steps  shall  at  once  be  taken  to  have  the 
same  corrected. 

Section  6.  Who  ever  puts  the  carcass  of  any  dead  ani- 
mal or  the  offal  from  any  slaughter  house  or  butcher's  estab- 
lishment, packing  house,  or  any  spoiled  meats  or  spoiled  fish, 
or  any  putrid  animal  or  vegetable  matter  or  the  contents  of 
any  privy  vault  upon  or  into  any  pond,  public  ground,  mar- 
ket place,  common,  field,  meadow,  lot,  road,  highway,  street, 
alley  or  public  square  within  the  City  of  Angola ;  and  who 
e-ver  being  the  owner  or  occupant  of  any  such  place,  know- 
ingly permits  any  such  thing  to  remain  therein  to  the  an- 
noyance and  injury  of  any  of  the  citizens  of  this  state,  or 
neglects  or  refuses  to  remove  or  abate  the  nuisance  occa- 
sioned thereby,  within  twenty-four  hours  after  knowledge 
of  the  existence  of  such  nuisance  upon  any  lands  as  above 
described,  owned  or  occupied  by  him,  ,  or  after  notice  thereof 
in  writing  from  the  Board  of  Health  of  said  city,  shall  be 
fined  as  hereinafter  provided. 

Section  7.  Every  person  who  shall  erect  or  continue 
and  maintain  any  public  nuisance  to  the  injury  of  any  part  of 
the  citizens  of  the  State  of  Indiana,  and  within  the  City  of 
Angola,  shall  be  fined  as  hereinafter  provided. 

Section  8.  Any  person  or  persons  who  shall  keep  or 
maintain  any  pig-pen  or  hog-pen  within  a  distance  of  one 
hundred  and  fifty  feet  of  any  street,  alley  or  highway  in  the 
City  of  Angola,  or  within  a  distance  of  one  hundred  and  fifty 
feet  of  the  residence  of  any  person  within  said  city,  or  who 
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shall  at  any  place  within  said  city  keep  or  maintain  any  pig- 
pen or  hog-pen  in  such  a  manner  that  the  same  shall  give 
off  and  emit  noisome,  disagreeable  and  offensive  odors  and 
smells  to  the  damage'  and  injury  of  any  part  of  the  citizens 
of  the  City  of  Angola,  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  maintain- 
ing a  public  nuisance,  and  upon  conviction  thereof  shall  be 
fined  as  hereinafter  provided. 

Section  9.  It  is  hereby  ordered  that  no  cemetery  shall 
hereafter  be  located  within  less  than  one  mile  of  the  corpo- 
rate limits  of  the  City  of  Angola. 

Section  10.  Any  person  or  persons  violating  any  of 
the  provisions  of  this  ordinance  shall  upon  conviction  there- 
of, be  fined  in  any  sum  not  exceeding  ten  dollars  for  each 
offense. 

Section  11.  All  ordinances  and  parts  of  ordinances  in 
conflict  herewith  are  hereby  repealed. 

Section  12.  This  ordinance  shall  be  in  force  and  effect 
from  the  date  of  its  passage  by  the  Common  Council,  ap- 
proval and  signing  by  the  Mayor  and  lawful  publication.

ORDINANCE  NO.  30. 

An  ordinance  relating  to  the  construction  and  erection 
of  buildings  within  the  City  of  Angola,  Indiana. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  and  ordained  by  the  Common 
Council  of  the  City  of  Angola,  Indiana:  That  it  shall  be 
the  duty  of  the  Common  Council  to  grant  permits  to  any 
person  or  persons  to  construct,  erect  or  repair  buildings  of 
any  kind  or  nature  whatsoever,  including  additions  thereto; 
to  condemn  any  building  or  structure  liable  to  fall  and  en- 
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danger  life  or  property,  and  to  provide  for  the  removal  and 
taking  down  of  the  same,  to  inspect  all  buildings  in  the 
course  of  construction  or  erection,  or  undergoing  repairs 
or  when  completed,  and  to  notify  the  owner  or  owners  there- 
of, or  in  the  case  of  non-residence  in  the  city  of  such  owner 
or  owners,  then  the  tenant  in  possession  or  any  other  person 
owning  or  controlling  the  same,  of  any  building  that  such 
Common  Council  may  deem  unsafe,  of  the  existence  of  any 
dangerous  defect  in  the  construction  of  such  building  or 
any  part  thereof,  which  said  notice  shall  provide  a  time  and 
place,  not  less  than  five  days  from  the  date  of  the  service  of 
said  notice  when  and  where  a  hearing  will  be  had,  and  if  said 
Common  Council,  after  said  hearing,  are  still  of  the  opinion 
that  said  building  is  unsafe,  or  that  there  is  any  dangerous 
defect  in  the  construction  thereof,  it  shall  cause  the  same  to 
be  removed,  changed,  repaired  or  reconstructed  by  such 
owner,  occupant  or  agent,  as  the  case  may  be,  in  such  man- 
ner as  may  be  directed  or  ordered  by  said  Common  Council ; 
to  prevent  the  construction,  erection  or  repair  of  buildings 
or  furnaces  in  such  manner  as  to  endanger  surrounding 
property. 

Section  2.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  or  per- 
sons to  erect,  construct  or  build,  or  cause  to  be  erected,  con- 
structed or  built,  any  building  of  any  kind  or  nature  what- 
soever, no  matter  of  what  kind  of  material  to  be  composed, 
or  to  alter  any  building  of  any  kind  or  nature  whatsoever 
so  as  to  make  the  same  a  substantially  new  or  different  build- 
ing or  structure,  without  having  first  obtained  a  written  per- 
mit from  said  Common  Council,  as  provided  in  sections  three 
and  four  of  this  ordinance. 

Section  3.  Whenever  any  person  or  persons  shall  be 
desirous  of  erecting,  constructing,  building  or  altering  any 
building  of  any  kind  or  nature  whatsoever,  or  of  placing 
anv  building  material  in  or  upon  any  street,  alley,  sidewalk 
or  gutter,  such  person  or  persons  shall  file  with  the  City 
Clerk  an  application  in  writing,  stating  therein  the  intended 
location  of  the  proposed  building  or  structure,  its  dimen- 
sions, together  with  the  different  stories,  the  principal  ma- 
terial to  be  used  therein  and  the  probable  cost  thereof  ;  or 
if  for  the  placing  of  any  building  material  in  or  upon  any 
street,  alley,  sidewalk  or  gutter,  for  how  long  a  time  it  is 
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desired  to  be  permitted  to  make  use  of  said  street,  alley, 
sidewalk  or  gutter.  Said  written  application  shall  also  have 
the  conditions  set  out  therein,  that  the  applicant  will  faith- 
fully comply  with  the  terms  of  the  permit,  and  that  he  will 
pay  all  damages  to  any  person,  persons  or  property  injured 
through  any  neglect  to  properly  protect  and  guard  the  prem- 
ises and  the  streets  and  alleys  adjacent  thereto,  or  from 
any  other  carelessness  or  negligence  of  the  applicant  or  any 
of  his  employes,  and  at  the  expiration  of  the  permit  to  place 
the  street,  alley,  sidewalk  or  gutter  back  into  as  good  con- 
dition as  the  same  was  when  said  permit  was  issued,  and 
in  any  and  all  events  and  under  all  circumstances  to  save 
the  city  harmless  from  any  liability  from  acts  done  under 
such  permit.  Upon  the  filing  of  said  application  with  the 
City  Clerk,  he  shall  at  once  refer  the  same  to  the  Mayor,  who 
shall  immediately  pass  upon  said  application  and  either 
grant  or  refuse  a  permit. 

Section  4.  All  permits  issued  under  the  provisions  of 
this  ordinance  shall  particularly  specify  that  the  same  is  is- 
sued on  the  consideration  of  the  compliance  by  the  applicant 
with,  the  conditions  set  out  in  his  application.  It  shall  also 
particularly  specify  the  amount  of  space  to  be  occupied  by 
necessary  building  material  in  any  public  street  immediately 
fronting  the  premises  whereon  said  proposed  building  or 
buildings  are  to  be  erected ;  provided,  that  in  no  case  shall 
such  permit  grant  any  right  whatever  to  use  in  such  case 
more  than  one-half  of  the  street,  measuring  from  the  longi- 
tudinal center  thereof  to  the  immediate  outer  edge  of  the 
sidewalk  fronting  such  proposed  building;  and  provided 
further,  that  no  such  permit  shall  be  issued  granting  any 
right  to  place  any  material  whatsoever  in  any  alley  what- 
ever, nor  upon  any  street  in  such  manner  as  to  prevent  the 
free  passage  of  persons  along  such  street  or  of  water  in 
any  gutter  along  such  street,  and  in  no  case  shall  the  same 
be  allowed,  by  such  permit  or  otherwise,  to  be  and  remain 
in  any  manner  obstructed  so  as  to  prevent  the  full,  free  and 
usual  passage  of  people  thereon  for  any  period  longer  than 
twelve  hours,  at  any  one  time,  unless  ordered  otherwise  by 
the  Common  Council;  and  provided  further,  that  danger 
signals  shall  be  displayed  both  by  day  and  by  night  to  warn 
the  public  of  any  existing  danger. 
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Section  5.  Any  person  or  persons  about  to  erect,  con- 
struct or  build  any  building  or  structure  of  any  kind 
or  nature,  where  any  part  or  portion  thereof  is  intended  to  be 
placed  or  located  upon  or  in  close  proximity  to  the  boundary 
line  of  the  lot  or  tract  of  land  where  such  building  or  struct- 
ure is  to  be  erected ;  shall,  before  commencing  the  erection 
thereof  definitely  ascertain  the  boundary  lines  of  said  lot 
or  tract  of  land  and  locate  said  building  or  structure  within 
said  boundary  lines. 

Section  6.  Any  person  or  persons  violating  any  of  the 
provisions  of  this  ordinance,  upon  conviction  thereof  shall 
be  fined  in  any  sum  not  exceeding  fifty  dollars  for  each  and 
every  offense. 

Section  7.  This  ordinance  shall  be  in  force  and  effect 
from  and  after  the  date  of  its  passage  by  the  Common  Coun- 
cil, approval  and  signing  by  the  Mayor  and  lawful  publica- 
tion.

ORDINANCE  NO.  32. 

An  ordinance  requiring  railroad  companies  to  keep  flag- 
men at  railroad  crossings,  to  erect  and  maintain  gates  and 
lights  at  the  same  and  providing  for  the  safety  and  protec- 
tion of  the  public. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  and  ordained  by  the  Com- 
mon Council  of  the  City  of  Angola,  Indiana  :  That  it  shall 
be  unlawful  for  any  railroad  company,  employe  of  any  rail- 
road company,  or  any  person,  to  run  any  train,  of  cars,  car 
or  locomotive  over,  any  street  crossing  in  said  city  at  a 
greater  rate  of  speed  than  sixteen  miles  an  hour,,  between 
the  hours  of  six  o'clock  a.  m.  and  eight  o'clock  p.  m.,  unless 
there  is  stationed  at  said  crossing  a  flagman,  whose  duty  it 
shall  be  to  warn  the  public  of  the  approach  of  any  train  of 
cars,  car  or  locomotive;  or  unless  there  are  safety  gates 
constructed  and  maintained  at  such  street  crossings. 

SEC.  2.  It  shall  be  and  is  hereby  made  the  duty  of 
every  railroad  company,  running  any  train  of  cars,  car  or 
locomotive  upon  any  railroad  track  or  tracks  within  the  cor- 
porate limits  of  the  City  of  Angola,  during  the  night  time, 
where  any  of  its  said  tracks  cross  Park  avenue,  West  Mau- 
mee  street,  Broad  street,  or  North  Wayne  street,  to  erect 
and  maintain  a  street  light  at  each  of  said  crossings,  and 
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shall  cause  the  same  to  be  lit  at  night  during  the  passage  of 
every  train  of  cars,  car  or  locomotive,  for  not  less  than  thirty 
minutes  prior  thereto.  Provided,  That  such  railroad  com- 
pany shall  not  be  required  to  erect  or  maintain  any  different 
kind  of  light  at  such  crossings  from  those  maintained  by  said 
city  at  other  street  crossings. 

Section  3.  It  shall  be  and  is  hereby  made  the  duty  of 
every  railroad  company,  whose  track  or  tracks  cross  West 
Maumee  street  within  the  City  of  Angola,  to  erect  and  main- 
tain safety  gates  on  each  side  of  its  track  or  tracks  where 
the  same 'cross  said  West  Maumee  street.  A  reliable  and 
competent  man  shall  be  employed  by  any  such  railroad  com- 
pany to  operate  said  gates  when  erected,  who  shall  be  and 
remain  at  his  post  of  duty  from  6  :30  o'clock  a.  m.  to  8  :30 
o'clock  p.  m.  of  each  and  every  day  when  trains  are  running, 
except  when  relieved  by  some  other  reliable  and  competent 
man. 

Section  4.  Any  railroad  company,  employe  of  any  rail- 
road company  or  other  person,  violating  any  of  the  foregoing 
provisions  of  this  ordinance,  shall,  upon  conviction  thereof, 
be  fined  in  any  sum  not  exceeding  fifty  dollars. 

Section  5.  The  term  railroad  as  used  in  this  ordinance 
snail  not  be  construed  to  include  interurban  or  street  car 
roads. 

Section  6.  Sections  one  and  five  of  Ordinance  No.  17, 
of  the  ordinances  of  the  City  of  Angola,  Indiana,  passed  by 
the  Common  Council  of  said  city  on  the  15th  day  of  Octo- 
ber, 1906,  are  hereby  repealed. 

Section  7.  This  ordinance  shall  be  in  force  and  effect 
from  the  date  of  its  passage  by  the  Common  Council,  ap- 
proval and  signing  by  the  Mayor,  and  lawful  publication.

An  ordinance  relating  to  the  weighing,  measuring  and 
selling  of  hay,  straw,  grain,  coal  and  coke  within  the  city 
of  Angola,  Indiana,  and  providing  a  penalty  for  the  violation 
thereof. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  and  ordained  by  the  Com- 
mon Council  of  the  City  of  Angola,  Indiana:  That  it  shall 
be  unlawful  for  any  person,  persons  or  corporation  to  offer 
for  sale  upon  the  public  streets,  alleys  or  highways  of  the 
City  of  Angola,  sell  or  deliver  to  any  person  within  said 
city,  any  hay,  straw  or  grain,  without  first  having  the  same 
weighed  upon  the  city  scales  by  the  City  weighmaster  and 
procuring  from  him  a  certificate  of  the  weight  or  amount 
of  any  such  article  as  above  designated,  so  weighed  by  said 
City  Weighmaster,  which  it  is  proposed  to  offer  for  sale, 
sell  or  deliver  to  any  person  within  said  city,  which  said  cer- 
tificate of  weight  shall  be  delivered  to  the  person  to  whom 
any  sale  or  delivery  is  made,  at  the  time  of  making  such  sale 
or  delivery.  Provided,  That  if  the  person,  persons  or  cor- 
poration about  to  offer  for  sale,  sell  or  deliver  any  hay,  straw 
or  grain,  shall,  before  making  the  delivery  of  any  article  as 
above  designated,  to  any  person  within  said  city,  first  make 
an  agreement  with  such  person  to  whom  said  sale  or  deliv- 
ery is  to  be  made,  that  said  hay,  straw  or  grain  shall  be 
weighed  upon  scales  other  than  the  city  scales,  that  it  shall 
not  be  necessary  for  said  person,  persons  or  corporation 
making  said  sale  or  delivery,  to  procure  a  certificate  of 
weight  from  the  City  Weighmaster  as  above  provided. 

Section  2.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person,  per- 
sons or  corporation  to  offer  for  sale,  sell  and  deliver  to  any 
person  within  the  City  of  Angola,  any  coal  or  coke  without 
first  having  the  same  weighed  upon  the  city  scales  by  the  City 
Weighmaster  and  procuring  from  him  a  certificate  of  the 
weight  or  amount  of  any  such  article  as  above  designated, 
so  weighed  by  said  City  Weighmaster,  which  it  is  pro- 
posed to  offer  for  sale,  sell  and  deliver  to  any  person  within 
said  city,  which  said  certificate  of  weight  shall  be  deliv- 
ered to  the  person  to  whom  any  sale  or  delivery  is  made 
at  the  time  of  making  of  such  sale  and  delivery.  Pro- 
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vided,  That  if  the  person,  persons  or  corporation  about  to 
offer  for  sale,  sell  and  deliver  any  coal  or  coke,  shall,  before 
making  the  sale  and  delivery  of  any  article  as  above  de- 
signated, to  any  person  within  said  city,  first  make  an  agree- 
ment with  such  person  to  whom  said  sale  and  delivery  is  to 
be  made,  that  said  coal  or  coke  shall  be  weighed  upon  scales 
other  than  the  city  scales,  or  by  some  person  other  than  the 
City  Weighmaster;  then  it  shall  not  be  necessary  for  said 
person,  persons  or  corporation  making  said  sale  and  delivery, 
to  procure  a  certificate  of  weight  from  said  City  Weighmas- 
ter as  above  provided. 

Section  3.  In  all  cases  where  a  certificate  of  weight 
from  the  City  Weighmaster  is  not  waived  as  provided  in  sec- 
tions one  and  two  of  this  ordinance,  it  will  be  necessary  for 
any  person,  persons  or  corporation  offering  for  sale,  selling 
and  delivering  any  hay,  straw,  grain,  coal  or  coke  to  any  per- 
son within  said  City  of  Angola,  to  first  procure  a  certificate 
of  weight  from  the  City  Weighmaster ;  and  it  shall  be  unlaw- 
ful for  any  person,  persons  or  corporation  to  demand,  charge 
or  collect  from  any  person  to  whom  any  such  sale  and  de- 
livery is  made,  either  directly  or  indirectly,  any  greater 
amount  for  said  article  so  sold  and  delivered,  by  reason  of 
any  fees  that  said  person,  persons  or  corporation  may  be  re- 
quired to  pay  the  City  of  Angola,  for  the  weighing  of  said 
articles  and  for  the  certificate  of  said  City  Weighmaster, 
than  such  person,  persons  or  corporation  would  have  de- 
manded, charged  or  collected  if  the  weighing  had  not  been 
done  by  the  City  Weighmaster,  and  his  certificate  procured. 

Section  4.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person,  per- 
sons or  corporation  about  to  weigh  any  coal  or  coke  upon  any 
scales  within  the  City  of  Angola,  during  the  course  of  the 
sale  and  delivery  of  the  same  to  any  person  within  said  city, 
to,  in  any  manner  wet  or  soak  said  coal  or  coke  with  water, 
or  to  in  any  manner  increase  the  natural  weight  thereof, 
by  in  any  manner  putting  any  thing  or  substance  into  or 
upon  said  coal  or  coke,  that  will  in  any  way  increase  the 
natural  weight  of  the  same,  before  said  coal  or  coke^  has 
been  weighed  by  any  such  person,  persons  or  corporations. 

Section  5.  Any  person,  persons  or  corporation  violat- 
ing any  of  the  provisions  of  section  one,  two,  three  or  four 
of  this  ordinance,  shall,  upon  conviction  thereof,  be  fined  in 
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any  such  sum  not  exceeding  five  dollars  for  each  offense. 

Section  6.  For  the  purpose  of  weighing  hay,  straw, 
grain,  coal,  coke  and  such  other  articles  as  any  person  may 
desire  to  weigh,  and  for  the  purpose  of  enabling  the  City  of 
Angola  to  enforce  and  carry  out  the  provisions  of  this  or- 
dinance, a  set  of  platform  wagon  scales  are  hereby  estab- 
lished and  ordered  maintained  by  the  City  of  Angola,  In- 
diana, which  said  scales  shall  he  known  and  designated  as 
the  "City  Scales,"  and  which  said  scales  shall  be  under  the 
control  and  supervision  of  the  City  Weighmaster. 

Section  7.  The  office  of  City  Weighmaster  is  hereby 
established  within  the  City  of  Angola,  the  person  perform- 
ing the  duties  of  said  office  shall  be  known  and  designated  as 
the  City  Weighmaster.  The  City  Clerk  is  hereby  made  and 
constituted  the  City  Weighmaster.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of 
said  City  Weighmaster  to  have  the  control  and  supervision 
of  the  city  scales,  to  weigh  all  articles  which  persons  may 
desire  to  have  weighed  on  said  scales,  and  to  issue  to  such 
person  or  persons  a  certificate  of  weight  of  any  article  so 
weighed  by  him,  which  said  certificate  shall  be  signed  by 
the  City  Weighmaster  and  have  attached  thereto  the  seal  of 
the  City  of  Angola. 

Section  8.  The  City  Weighmaster  shall  charge  and 
collect  from  all  persons  getting  any  article  weighed  upon  the 
city  scales  and  procuring  a  certificate  of  weight,  the  fol- 
lowing fees,  to-wit:  For  gross  or  net  weight,  ten  cents. 
And  all  fees  so  collected  by  him  shall  be  paid  over  # to  the 
City  Treasurer  for  the  use  of  the  general  fund  of  said  city. 

'  Section  9.  This  ordinance  shall  be  in  full  force  and 
effect  from  the  date  of  its  passage  by  the  Common  Council, 
approval  and  signing  by  the  Mayor,  and  lawful  publication.

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ORDINANCE  NO.  34. 


An  ordinance  providing  for  the  inspection  of  buildings 
by  the  Chief  of  the  Fire  Department  and  his  assistants; 
preventing  interference  with  firemen  and  providing  a 
penalty. 

Section  1  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Common  Council  of 
the  City  of  Angola;  That  the  Chief  of  the  Fire  Department 
of  said  City,  together  with  not  more  than  four  of  his _  as- 
sistants be,  and  they  are  hereby  empowered  and  authorized 
at  all  reasonable  hours,  after  having  given  twenty-four  hours 
notice  of  their  intention  so  to  do,  to  enter  into,  survey  and 
examine  all  buildings,  dwellings,  outhouses,  lots  and  yards 
in  such  city,  and  to  survey  and  inspect  all  places  where 
and  its  surroundings,  and  for  the  further  purpose  of  enabling 
said  Fire  Chief  and  his  assistants  to  become  acquainted 
with  the  general  plan  of  construction  of  any  such  building 
and  its  surroundings,  and  for  the  further  purpose  of  enabling 
said  Fire  Chief  and  his  assistants  to  make  recommendations 
and  take  steps  to  prevent  the  occurrence  of  fire  in  any  such 
buildings.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person,  being  the 
owner  or  occupant  of  any  building,  dwelling,  outhouse  lot 
or  yard,  to  interfere  with  or  refuse  to  permit  said  Fire 
Chief  or  any  of  his  assistants  to  enter  into  or  upon  the 
same  for  the  purpose  of  making  a  survey  or  inspection  as 
above  provided. 

Section  2.  Whenever  the  Fire  Department  is  about 
to  make  a  run  to  or  answer  an  alarm  of  fire,  it  shall  be  un- 
lawful for  any  person,  not  a  member  of  the  Fire  Department 
in  the  discharge  of  his  duties,  to  jump  upon,  hang  to  or 
upon  the  hose  wagon  or  fire  engine  of  said  Fire  Department, 
or  to  in  way  interfere  with  or  impede  the  operations  of  said 
Department  or  any  member  thereof,  in  making  a  run  to  or 
in  answering  an  alarm  of  fire. 

Section  3.  Any  person  violating  any  of  the  provis- 
ions of  this  ordinance^  shall  upon  conviction  thereof,  be  fined 
in  any  sum  not  exceeding  five  dollars. 

Section  4.  This  ordinance  shall  be  in  full  force  and 
effect  from  the  date  of  its  passage  by  the  Common  Council, 
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approval  and  signing  by  the  Mayor  and  lawful  publication.

ORDINANCE  NO.  35 


An  ordinance  amending  Section  j  of  Ordinance 
No.  32,  passed  by  the  Common  Council,  March 
11,  iqoj : 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  and  ordained  by  the  Common 
Council  of  the  City  of  Angola,  Indiana,  that  Section  3,  of  Ordi- 
nance No.  32,  being  an  ordinance  requiring  railroad  companies  to 
keep  flagmen  at  railroad  crossings,  to  erect  and  maintain  gates 
and  lights  at  the  same  and  providing  for  the  safety  and  protec- 
tion of  the  public,  be  amended  to  read  as  follows: 

Section  3.  It  shall  be  and  is  hereby  made  the  duty  of 
every  railroad  company  whose  track  or  tracks  cross  West 
Maumee  street  within  the  City  of  Angola,  to  have  a  com- 
petent and  reliable  flagman  stationed  at  said  crossing,  who  shall 
be  and  remain  at  his  post  of  duty  from  6:30  o'clock  a.  m.,  to 
8:30  o'clock  p.  m.,  of  each  and  every  day  when  trains  are  run- 
ning, except  when  relieved  by  some  other  reliable  and  competent 
man. 

Section  2.  This  ordinance  shall  be  in  full  force  and  ettect 
from  and  after  the  date  of  its  passage,  approval  and  signing  by 
the  mayor,  and  lawful  publication.
